INTRODUCTION. 

J\. Pamphlet has been publifhed in 
Grenada, entitled, " A Review of the 
" Events which have happened in that 
" Ifland to the ift day of May laft." It 
is evidently the production of a fenlible 
and humane writer ; but, befides its being 
in few hands in this country, it has been 
thought in fome particulars very defective, 
■and mothers, perhaps, unneceflarily diifuie. 
The author of the following fimple Nar- 
rative, will not premme to fay that it is 
altogether free from the firft objection; 
but he has endeavoured to avoid the laft, 
by frequendy leaving it to the reader to 
make fuch comments, or to deduce fiich 
inferences, as might be fuppofed to arife 
A naturally

naturally out of the relation of the fa&s 
themfelves. Thefe are all fuch as either 
fell within his own knowledge, or fuch 
as are given to the public on the tefti- 
monjr of others, who were alfo prefent on 
the fpot, and had the beft opportunities 
of gaining the mofl authentic and cleareft 
information, Befides the obligations he 
owes to thefe friends, he has to acknow- 
ledge, that feveral of the letters and other 
documents which were thought neceflary 
to elucidate the Narrative, and therefore 
added in an Appendix, are taken from 
the pamphlet above mentioned. 

The author is not without fome appre- 
hensions, that by endeavouring to avoid 
the charge of prolixity, he may nave run 
into another error, the want of fiifficient 
perfpicuity ; but he found that he was 
quite unequal to the talk of giving a mi- 
nute detail of military operations, his pro- 
feflion not being that of arms ; and nei- 
ther his leifure nor his abilities would 
ferve him to do juftice to the zeal, acti- 
vity and gallant conduct of many indi- 
viduals, both in the regular troops and 
militia,

militia, who highly diftitiguimed them'* 
felves on feveral occaiions, and especially 
in fome fkirmifhes with the enemy, the 
particular cireumflances of which it was 
impoflible for him to be fully acquainted 
with. 

Some of the dreadful events which are 
recorded in the following pages, will pro- 
bably be torturing to humanity. From 
fuch mocking fcenes, which appear to the 
writer, on looking back, like a tumultu- 
ous and frightful dream, the mind turns 
for relief to the moll difaftrous revolutions 
in Europe, occasioned by the fame malig- 
nant fpirit of Anarchy I "The troubles ift 
Grenada, in confequence of its capture 
in the laft war, when confidered compar- 
atively with the horrid enormities and de-* 
liberate murders which have been com- 
mitted by the barbarous infurgents in 
that iiland, were mildnefs, gentlenefs, and 
peace ! But the dire effects of a fyftem 
to remove all diilin&ions, and to break 
all ties human and divine, have not been 
confined to this once flourtfhing, and va- 
luable colony. In St Vincent, the Car-

faibs were alfo iilcited to revolt, by the" 
mitigations of the emiflaries of the infa- 
mous Victor Hugues, the chief Commif- 
fioner of the French Republic at Guade- 
loupe. But the 1 efrufion of much blood 
was undoubtedly prevented, by Gover- 
nor Seton's having received intelligence of 
what had happened in Grenada, fome 
days before the revolt of the Carraibs 
broke out. This interefHng and alarm- < 
ing account gave time for preparation, 
and confirmed the too well-grounded, 
fufpicions entertained of thefe treacherous- 
favages. Happily, the Haves in general 
in St Vincent were not attached to French 
cuftoms and manners, like thofe in Gre- 
nada, and, ignorant of the language, could 
not therefore be fo eaiily feduced by the 
emiflaries above mentioned from their duty 
and allegiance. They pollened a kind of* 
rooted animofity to the Carraibs, whom 
they confidered as rivals in the. commerce 
of fuch articles as their gardens produced, 
and perhaps as a ferocious, and an infe- 
rior race of beings. It was not lefs owing 
to the aiuftance of thofe faithful and hardy 
auxiliaries, 
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auxiliaries, than to the fpirited exertions 
of the militia and military, that the ene- 
my was defeated in almoft every engager 
ment that took place in St Vincent. It is 
greatly to be lamented, however, that fe- 
veral of its braveft and moft valued inha- 
bitants have Fallen. It is juft necefiary to 
add, that from the evacuation of St Lucia 
by his Majefty's troops, an event as un- 
expected as perhaps it was unavoidable, 
the Brigands, it is to be apprehended, 
would be enabled to fend frefii reinforce- 
ments from time to time to their new allies, 
the Carraibs, who would otherwife have 
been foon totally fiibdued. 

In Dominica, a conliderable party of 
the Brigands of Guadaloupe having effect- 
ed a landing, on a part where they were 
fortunately hemmed in both by lea and 
land, were forced to lay down their arms, 
after a few had been killed by our troops. 
Too much praife cannot be given to the 
Commander in Chief, and the inhabitants, 
as well as the regular troops, for their 
brave and judicious conduct on that oc- 
cafion.

But not being competent to treat of 
matters which relate more immediately to 
other iflands, it is time for the author to 
proceed to thofe of Grenada. In this un- 
fortunate colony, many untoward and un- 
forefeen accidents have happened, to im- 
pede the fuccefs of our arms, and to pre- 
vent the execution of the very fpirited and 
well concerted plans of the Prefident (Mr 
Mackenzie) on whom the command de- 
volved, after the unfortunate capture of 
Lieutenant-Governor Home; 

Before proceeding to the narrative of 
particular events^ it may not be improper 
to inquire into the more remote, as well 
as immediate caufes which produced them. 
In endeavouring to trace this horrid re- 
bellion to its fource, the mind is loft in 
aftonilhment and doubt. We contemplate, 
with equal indignation and furprile, the 
conduct of fuch of the newfubjeBs (as the 
trench inhabitants of Grenada were de- 
nominated) who pofleffed valuable pro- 
perty in the ifland, and, compared with 
■ their deluded countrymen under the new- 
jnodelled government of France, might be 
iaid 
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faid to enjoy eafe and perfect freedom ; — 
yet joined, or abetted, a band of the vileft 
mifcreants, in the perpetration of the 
blackeft crimes ! thereby forfeiting all the * 
bleffings which they had experienced for 
a length of time under a mild and well- 
poifed conftitution, in common with his 
Majefty's Britifli-born fubjects. 

But we can more readily account for 
the defection of thofeof deiperate fortunes, 
or of turbulent and malignant difpoutions, 
differing only in colour from the banditti 
with whom they enlifted themfelves, un- 
der the banner of rapine, treafon and mur- 
der. Among thefe, there were Several 
emiffaries of the French republic, who 
had, in the commencement of the trou- 
bles in the French iflands, emigrated from 
thence to Grenada, where, under the 
cloak of loyalty, and of fuffering for its 
fake, they too eafily found an afylum, and 
were received with that generous compaf- 
fion which is the particular characteristic: 
of the Britifh nation. But at length thofe, 
dangerous guefts were juftly fulpected by 
our late worthy Lieutenant-Governor, of 
propagating'

propagating doclrines inimical to the peace 
of fbciety; and, in conformity to an act of 
the ifland againft vagabonds, were by him 
ordered to depart in a certain limited time. 
This order, however, fome of them con- 
trived to elude, by the aid of the profe- 
lytes whom they had gained, and remain- 
ed concealed till the breaking out of the 
revolt 

The general infurrecubn of the flaves 
which fbon followed, was undoubtedly, 
the work of the fame infidious. inftru- 
ments, employed in fpreading the flame 
of rebellion; dUTeminating difcord, con- 
fufion and anarchy, in the minds of all 
who were fufceptible of receiving the im- 
preffion. Unfortunately for the ifland of 
Grenada, there were but too many of 
this defcription among the negroes ; and 
the French language being the prevailing 
one with them, contributed greatly to the 
iedu&ion and ruin of by far the greateft 
part The fyftem of liberty arid equality, 
calculated qd captdndum vulgus, was raoft 
excellently adapted to the capacities of 
thofe people undoubtedly. Many among 
thenij

ihem, however, hefitated in the beginning 
of the mfurre&ion to take any active part; 
but moft were afterwards induced to join 
in it* by the tempting bait held out td 
them, of lharing in the plunder of the 
property of their mailers, aa well as obtain- 
ing emancipation from their fervice; 

It is worthy of remark in this place^ 
that the favourite domeftics, drivers,tradef- 
men, and other principal Haves on eftatesj 
in ftiort, thofe who had been moft traded* 
and beft treated, both men and women, 
were the firfl to join, and the moft active 
in the infurrection; This mult certainly 
appear extraordinary to fbme 6f the good 
people in this country, who conceive that 
the tyranny of the Weft India planters to 
their flaves is the caufe of all infurrections. 
But this ungrateful dereliction of the high* 
tr order of the negroes muft be attributed; 
in a great meafure, to the connexion which 
fubfifted between them and the free co-< 
loured people; The field negroes, or thofe 
employed in the culture of the ground^ 
and particularly the African negroes who 
had not been long in the ifland, and 
B whofe 
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whofe minds had not yet imbibed the 
baleful principles c?f the fyfiem already 
mentioned, were the laft. to aflbciate 
with the infatgente. Indeed, many off 
$he/e.poor people remained faithful, to theiir 
duty ; at leaf! they took no active part on 
the fide of the enemy, concealing them- 
felves, after their honfe* were burnt, in 
the fkirts of the woods, or in their own 
adjacent gardens. From thefe lurking- 
places they Ventured to come down to the 
pofts which pur troops afterwards efta- 
blifhed on the fea coaft; and on fbme e- 
tiates near to- thefe pofts they had renew- 
ed their ufual occupations. But, without 
fuch allowance of provifions as had been 
dealt out to them before the troubles be- 
gan, it cannot be expected that they wiU. 
continue to work, even in rebuilding their 
<own houfes, or, in.the cultivation of their 
own grounds. Here, it may not be im- 
proper to obferve, that thefe objects ought 
to be the firft care of the Planters, as foon 
as tranquillity fhall be reftored to the co- 
lony j and the ufual quantities of provi- 
fions, negro-clothing, and piantatioiv-uteiv 
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file, ought to be lent from this country 
as fpeedily aspoffibfe, for very -obvious 
reafons. It will undoubtedly require the 
moll prudent management, and the molt 
humane, but, at the lame time, fteady 
and determined conduct and refolution, 
on the part of thofe who fliall be entrufted 
with the direction of eftates in Grenada, 
as the long habits of idleaefs and plunder- 
ing, and the licence of roaming about from 
place to place, have almoft ruirted many 
of the flaves for every good and ufefuj 
purpofe. . 

With refpecl: to the more remote caufefe 
of the revolt, it may be fufEcient to re- 
mark, that ite principal fource was moft 
indubitably in the great number of French 
inhabitants of every defcription, who were 
admitted, firft as capitulants, or afterwards 
on various other pretences, to fettle in 
Grenada. That ill-fated ifland may be 
faid to have cheriflied a viper in her bo- 
fom, that has at length ftung her to the 
heart But though in general the Prench 
inhabitants entertained fentiments and 
principles inimical to the government, it 
were 
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were unjuft and uncharitable to impute 
an equal degree of guilt or treafon to all 
Suspicion, however, will in future be at- 
tached to almoft every Frenchman ; and 
none but thofe who have given. the molt . 
.unequivocal proofs of their loyalty i ought 
evier to be permitted to refide under the 
Britiih Flag, either in Britain, or in any 
-of her colonies. — But it is time to proceed 
to the narrative. On the prefent occafion, 
the Author finds the obfervation of an jn- 
-genious writer to be very juft, * That a real 
1 concern is not only a- hindrance to fpeab- 
!* ing, but to writing too.' The fenfible 
affliction he feels for the events which he 
attempts to defcribe, for misfortunes in 
which he has fhared, and, above .all, for 
the irreparable Ipfs of friends whom he 
.much valued, is the beft apology he can 
make for the imperfections in point of 
compofition which may be found in this 
hurtle work.

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COMMENCEMENT OF THE REVOLT. . 

It was probably owing to the fuccefi 
pi the Republican arms in Guadaloupe, 
that the free coloured people, and other 
malcontents in Grenada conceived the d&- 
fign of fubverring the government, and 
murdering all the Britifh inhabitants. 
The plantation called Bel videre, ' belong- 
ing to a mulatto named jFuIuh Fedon, in 
the very centre of the ifland, was the 
place where the confpirators met; and 
from the inaccefnble nature of the ground, 
was thought the moft eligible for forming 
a camp. Fedoa, though of mean abili- 
ties, had influence enough to be chofen 
their chief; and two of the band were 
.diipatched to Guadaloupe to concert mea- 
fures with Hugues t and the other Repub- 
lican cojnmifnoners in that ifland. Thefe 
meflengers, Charles Nogties, and yearn 
Pierre la Valette^ both of very depraved 
characters, returned a few days before 
(he infurrec'liQn broke out, and landed at 
Charlotte 
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Charlotte Town, commonly cs&edGoayave, 
■with fome arms and ammunition, liberty 
Caps, (bonnet rouge) and national cockades. 
Theybroughtwiththemaflag too, on which 
the words * Libert i^EgaUte, ou faAfort, were 
ihicribed in large characters. They were 
furnilhed with commiffions figned Hugues y -. 
Goyrand^ and he Bas, appointing yulien 
Fedon Commandant General, Stanijlaus Bef- 
fon (a mulatto filver-fmith in Grenville) 
iecond in command, and themfelves cap- 
tains in the French republican fcrvice. 
The commiffioners at Guadaloupe had al- 
To promifed them the mold fpeedy and ef- 
fectual fupport, and fent with them the 
declaration which accompanied that of 
'Fedon by the firft flag of truce, as will 
jwefently be fhewn. 

It does not appear that they had form- 
ed any deiign of attacking the forts or the 
town of St George ; for, though the nurrt- 
T)er of troops in the forts was but final], 
the infurgents could not flatter' themfelves 
■nidi any profpecl of fiicceeding in the at- 
tempt, as the militia in the town had been 
ftirnifhed with arms out of the arfenal but 
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* few days before, by order of Lieute- 
nant-Governor Home j who, it k cer- 
tain, had received fome intimation of an 
intended invasion by the republican forces 
at Guadakmpe, but no notice whatever of 
any plot on the part of the French inhabi- 
tants, as has been erroneously fuggefled 
by fome people. That he expected an in- 
vasion, or that he wifhed to be prepared 
for fuch an event, may be concluded from 
his having lent orders, about ten days 
previous to the event which took place, 
to the commanding officers of the difie-. 
rent regiments of militia, to require the 
captains, under them to hold themf elves 
in readinefs to march, with their refpe&ive 
companies at a moment's warning. 

The night of the 2d of March was ap- 
pointed for the execution of the plot: 
The finall towns of Grenville and Char- 
lotte Town, on different fides, of the 
ifland, were taken, pofleihon of nearly at 
the fame hour, in the middle of the night, 
by different parties- We fliall begin with 
the relation of what happened at Gren- 
ville, commonly called La Baye, About 
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one hundred of the Brigands, or colour - 
ed free people, chiefly inhabitants of the 1 
pariflies of St Andrew and St Patrick* 
moftly armed with imifkets, furrounded 
the town, and about one hour after mid- 
night began to break open she doors of 
the dwelling-houfes and ftorefc On Tome" 
of the aftonifhed inhabitants looking out 
at the windows, they were immediately' 
fired upon ; and in this way Mr Ferrer, 
a merchant in the town, was mortally 
wounded. *They then entered, into thfl! 
chambers of the devoted victims, and* 
dragging them out into the ftreets, iet? 
them up as marks to be fhot at After 1 
they fell, their bodies were flioekingly 
mangled by the moil inhuman of thd 
banditti, who were armed with cutlafle& 
Thus fell the much lamented Captain 
Blair of the Home, then lying in Gren- 
ville Bay. He happened to fleep on fhort 
that night, and, on the firft alarm, came 1 
out of his own room into that of ,Mr 
Murray, at whofe houfe he lodged, when* 
looking out of the window, he called to 
the people on board bis {hip, and the Fly- 
wig 
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mg Fifli, another armed vefFel, to fire. 
This order was perhaps not ' diftinc~lly 
heard, at leaft it was not complied with ; 
, and it is matter of regret that it was not, 
as k might have prevented the completion 
of the work of horror which followed. 
Out of fifteen Englifli inhabitants then in 
the town, eleven were butchered ! Meffrs 
Smith and Hurft, matters of vefTels lying 
in the harbour, efcaped -the maiTacre by 
fwirhming on board,- but were both badly 
wounded. - • They afterwards recovered." 
They had been at the houfe of the pilot, 
Mr M'Dowal, on the hill, which was broke 
into by a party of the infurgents, who 
leized the pilot, his afliftant, and a white 
boy. Mrs M'Dowal efcaped into the 
cane-field contiguous to the houfe. Her 
hufband was carried to the rebels' camp ; 
but the afliftant pilot and the boy were 
murdered in the way to it, becaufe they 
■could not march quickly. The work of 
plundering the ftores followed that of 
blood. In this they were joined by many 
of the flaves of the eftates' in the neigh- 
bourhood, who marched off towards the 
G mountains 
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mountains with the murderers, as foon a» 
day began to appear, loaded with booty. 
This fanguinary band was headed by 
Fedon hhnfelf, accompanied by Beffo% 
La Valette commanded a party that ha4 
marched from St Patrick's, commonly caJn 
Jed Saufeurs, to join that of Fedon. It ia 
probable, that Fedbn aftied in tibia bar- 
barous manner, to prevent his, affociatea 
from deferring him, as they could have 
no hope of pardon by the reienpmeat" 
which the effiifion of blood would aaru^ 
rally create in the mind of every British 
inhabitant. ' He wiihed too, perhaps, to 
fpread terror over all defcriptions of mea; ' 
and Unhappily it had all the effect that he 
could have wiihed ! The impre£fion wa» 
general ; and the minds of many, who 
have fince given the moll inconteftible 
proofs of the greateft courage and resolu- 
tion, were filled with confternatdon, oa 
hearing the dreadiul report of ehe mafla- 
ere. It \vas quickly carmed to St George's, 
and to every quarter of the ifland, with 
the additional fabricated; intelligence, that 
jbme tbou/andt of the &r89fi fad loaded* 
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In marching up to the camp at BelvU 
dere, Fedon was joined by many of the 
negroes, and by fome of the French -wbitt 
inhabitants. The main body of the in- 
surgents made no halt oil they got to the 
eftate of M. de Poulain, called Baithazar } 
but parties were feat everywhere, to fum- 
mon, or to bring in the inhabitants to the 
camp. One of thefe parties went to the 
houft: of Mr Rofe, who being an active 
and upright magiftrate, was therefore, 
perhaps, a marked object of their refent- 
mem. But whether it was by the order 
of Fedon, or owing to a remnant of hu- 
manity in the leader of this detachment, 
bo murder was committed on this occat- 
iion. On the firft alarm, two fitters of 
Mrs Rofe, who happened to be there on 
a vifit, feized with die moil dreadful ap- 
prchcnlions, ran out of their own room: 
into that of their lifter, whom they found 
in a ftate of terror and diftrefs not to be 
defer ibed, clinging to her hufband, , and 
embracing her child by turns, till the in-' 
furgencs broke into the apartment, and 
tow Mr Rofe from, he* arms. The ladies, 
however/ 
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however, were not infulted ; and fhi* 
party confined their depredations in the 
houfe to the taking away Mrs Rofe's watch, 
and fome articles o£ plate. Mr Rofe was 
then put upon a horle (being only in his 
ihirt), and conducted to Balthazar, about 
two miles diftant.. At this plantation, 
Fedon's party, now become formidable in 
numbers, were fupplied with iugar and 
rum by the manager, one Cbarpenticr, 
who, there is fufEcient reafon to believe, 
was privy- to the iniurreclion previous to 
its breaking out. This execrable traitor 
immediately joined the insurgents. The 
Abbe Ptiffamcr, who refided here as the 
attorney or reprefentative of Mr de Pou- 
lain, then abfent in England, profeffed 
contrary principles to thofe of Charpen- 
rier, and therefore was put to death by 
La Valette. The reaibn given by the vil- 
lain for this act of wanton barbarity was, 
the Abbe's being an ar'tftocrat^ which, he 
. faid, muft be inferred from that good 
nian's having humanely furnifhed Mr 
Rofe with a great coat and a pair of trow- 
fers. From Balthazar they marched to 
Belvidere, 
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Belvidere, by the coffee eftates of Renaud, 
Du Parquet, and Pefchier ; and that day, 
or the next, almoft every Frenchman in 
that part of the ifland obeyed the fum- 
mons of Fedon, and followed him to his 
camp. 

Here, it may not be uninterefting to 
give fome account of Mr Murray's won- 
derful efcape out of the chamber, from 
which the, aflaflins took the unfortu- 
nate Captain Blair, as has been before-no- 
ticed. Mr-Murray, on hearing them a- 
feend the ftair, went behind the curtain 
of his bed; and the infurgents imagining, 
perhaps, that it was Captain Blair's bed- 
chamber, did not make any further fearch. 
As foohias they had left the room, he made 
his way. through a window into an adjoin- 
ing ftorehoufe ; from thence in a little 
time he ventured to fally out, and, leap- 
ing over a palifaded fence, got into a 
fwamp on the back or weft part of the 
town. In ■ this fwamp, Mr Murray re- 
mained for eighteen hours in his fhirt, im- 
merfed to the middle in mud and water. 
At ten o'clock the next night, (3d March) 
the 
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the moon fhiaing bright, he explored his 
way to die road which led to St George's 
fey the mountains, ftill imagining the in- 
ibrgentB had pofleffion of Grenviile ; and 
after a naoft fatiguing march, partly by 
by-paths to avoid an enemy, he arrived 
at day-break near die home of a Mr Noi- 
fetle^ within three mile* of St George's. 
This gentleman was up, and perceiving a 
ilranger travelling in mch a miferable 
flight, (Mr Murray's ihirt having been by 
rhis time much torn by brambles and 
fouflies), he very humanely ient his ion to 
eflfer him iome more decent covering, and 
Jikewife ibnierefrefhment, which Mr Mur- 
ray, almoft quite exhaufted, thankfully ac- 
cepted, and afterwards purfued his jour- 
ney to St George's, which he reached a- 
feout eight o'clock in the morning of the 
4th *.— Mr Ireland, a clerk in the lame 
houfe 



• The tain will be ftrprifed to be informed, ikrt this 
Mr Notfate, who could thus exerctfe the virtues of charity 
and hofpitality to a ft ranger, did actually join the indigents 
the fame day ! But of him, and of foroe others even a- 
oioag the French, tie well *« feme of our own Unhappy ctntt* 
Ujficn, it may be faid— they &nev> net what tbty &&• 
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houfc with Mr Murray, efcaped, by con* 
cealing. himielf under . a mattrefs, which 
he had thrown, between, the coofe of two 
adjoining houfes. But the fate of a young 
gentleman, Mr Lindfey, a clerk to Mir 
terror, is moil affecting. Having made 
his eicape into an adjacent field of canes, 
he remained there, without any other 
nourishment than the canes* for more than 
a. snonth ! He was then forced to quit 
the place of his concealment, by the canes 
being fet on. fire, and was taken by the 
y^zendiaxiesj and carried to Fedon's camp 
m a moft deplorable condition. His life 
was fpared on that oecafion> at the intercefr 
fien of Dtlambne, one of the revolted fub- 
je&s lately come in. 

At; Charlotte Town, the fteps of the in- 
f$f gents, were not marked with blood, like 
thofe of the other party at Grenville. The 
leaders of the St Johns gang, compofed 
chiefly of the free coloured people of that 
pariih, were named, Ettienm Ventour t and 
Joachim Philip. Thefe men contented 
themselves with ordering the inhabitants, 
J^hom they furprifed in their beds, to be 
conducted 
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conducted on foot under a ftrong guard, 
to the camp at Belvidere. The wives and 
children of the prifoners were permitted 
to remain at an eftate, about one mile a- 
bove the town. Mr Wilfon and Dr Muir 
were the only Englifh inhabitants there 
who efcaped being taken. The infurgents 
kept poffeffion of Charlotte Town, after 
plundering it ; and, next day, a moll un- 
fortunate event added greatly to the dark- 
nefs of the cloud that hung over every 
good fubject The Lieutenant-Governor 
and Mr A, Campbell, had come from St 
George's to Paraclete (within three miles 
of Grenville) the day before. On the 
morning of the 3d, hearing a very con- 
fufed report of what had happened, Mr- 
Campbell mounted his horfe, and came 
to Paradife eftate, where he found feveral 
of the militia already aflembled ■ (among 
whom was the writer of thefe pages) with 
whom he entered the town, and there be- 
held a fcene, over wh^ch the author mult 
be permitted to draw a veil, in order to 
fpare both the reader and himfelf the pain- 
fa! defcription. Mr Campbell immediately 
returned 
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returned to Paraclete, and with the Go- 
vernor fet out for St George's by the way 
of St Patrick's. They called at Mr Far- 
quhar's, and finding a floop lying in the 
bay, conceived it mofl eligible to go by 
fea to St George's. Accordingly, thofg 
three gentlemen, accompanied by Mr A. 
Ker and Mr Le Pelley, embarked in the 
floop, and immediately fet fail. On com- 
ing off Charlotte Town, they were fired 
at from the fort ; and a veflel, which they 
took for a French privateer, appearing at 
the fame inftant to be making towards 
them, every perfon on board, except the 
mafter, hefitated, whether they mould 
endeavour to efcape, by making the. 
beft of their way in the floop to St 
George's, or go afliore in the boat, and 
truft to the mercy of an enemy, from 
■whom, if they had reflected but a mo- 
ment, they could expect none. This laft 
refolution was unhappily adopted, and 
they went afliore. The mafter, however, 
remained on board, and', laying himfelf 
down clofe to the helm, fleered his little 
yeflel out of the reach of the guns, and 
D broughj 
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it fafely to St George's, The firft certain 
information refpec~Hng the fate of the 
Lieutenant-Governor and his fellow-fuf- 
ferers, was brought by this man, who 
mewed the greateft prefence of 'mind on 
this occafion, and, it is faid, remonftrat- 
ed agamft the meafure of tnifting them- 
felves on ihore. But, alas ! there are 
times when the firmeft mind lofes all its 
fortitude — when its faculties are deprived 
of all their energy, and become as it were, 
rivetted, and incapable of action. The, 
behaviour of thofe rcfpectable characters, 
who thus fell into the hands of favagQ 
barbarians, and were directly conducted 
fo the camp of their exulting chief, affords 
ample room for fuch unpleafmg reflections; 
The fame infatuation, or, it may be called* 
fatality, appears to have actuated the con- 
duel: of feveral other worthy and defend- 
ing characters in that part of the ifland, 
whofe names appear among thofe who 
figned the letter fent by the fecond flag of 
truce. Having "fled from their houfes on 
the firft rumour of the maflacre at Gren- 
yille, and, as it was faid, of French troops 
having 
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having landed, they endeavoured to reach 
St Patrick's, where the militia might be 
fuppofed to make a ftand ; but as the 
whole country round them was hi poffef- 
fion of the enemy, they faw no prafpect 
of efcaping, and therefore threw them- 
felves on the clemency of one, who had 
always appeared of a friendly difpofition 
towards the Englifh, and was much re- 
fpe&ed by them, but had now followed: 
the eKample of his relative Chzhr Dar- 
cueil t and every Frenchman in that quar- 
ter, and abetted the infurgents. By the 
perfuafion of Clozier St Marie, they ac- 
companied him to Belvidere, where they 
were immediately confined in the famd 
building' with all thofe who had been ta- 
ken prifoners. It ought to be mentioned 
here, that the infurgents had made prifon- 
ers feveral managers and overfeers of plan- 
tations in the neighbourhood of Charlotte 
Town, and carried them to their camp, 
along with thofe they had taken in the 
town itfelft 
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St George's. 

On the firft rumour wliich reached this 
place about i o o'clock in the morning of 
the 3d. of March, by a failor who had 
been travelling acrofs the country, * that 
the French had landed at La Baye, and 
were marching towards St George's,'— 
the whole town became a fcene of tumult, 
terror and confuiion. A Board of his Ma- 
jefty's Council was immediately called by 
the Honourable Mr Mackenzie, as the fe- 
nior refident member, and the ifland was 
put under martial law. A letter was 
brought before noon to Mr Byles, from 
Lieutenant-Governor Home, by a mef- 
fenger whom he had diipatched from Pa- 
raclete early in the morning, containing 
the fame imperfect report of what had 
happened at Grenville. 

The President, with the advice of the 

Council, immediately fent intelligence by 

exprefs-boats to the Commanders in Chief 

of his Majefty's land and fea fo rces,.the 

Governor 
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Governor of St Vincent, and the Captains 
of any of his Majefty's fiiips theft boats 
might fall in with. The following letter 
was diipatched to his Excellency Don 
Chacon, Governor of Trinidad, by Jofeph 
Beete, Efq. Secretary, by order of the 
Board. 

" St George' s y Grenada, $d March i 795. 
"Sir, 

" I am very forry to acquaint your Ex- 
cellency, that we have juft received intel- 
ligence of a French force having landed 
to windward of this ifland laft night, hay- 
ing taken the town of La Baye, and maf- 
f acred many inhabitants. The danger of 
their being joined by ibme of our own. 
republican French iubjects, induces us 
to make application for every afliftance ; 
and, from the immediate vicinity of your 
Government, we truft you may be ena- 
bled to afford us fome. The whole expe- 
dition confifting only of privateers, a naval 
force, if it confifted only of a frigate or 
floop of war, fent inftantly, might fave 
the ifland. The alliance between our re- 
fpe&ive 
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fpedlive Courts, added to aur perfect know* 
ledge of your Excellences private charac- 
ter, induces us to depend upon every ex- 
ertion in a moment pregnant with fo much 
danger, as well to the Spanifh as the Bri- 
tiih colonies. 
** I have the honour to be," &c 

Another letter from Governor Home td 
his Secretary, Mr Byles, was brought foon 
after, written at La Fortune eftate, near St 
Patrick's, at half paft eight o'clock, A. M. 
of which die following is an extract* 
" No French have landed at La Baye j 
but the free people have rifen againft the 5 
whites. Captain Blair, and feveral are" 
killed. I {hall be in town as foon as pot 
fible. Order an alarm to be fired ; and I 
think the coloured people ought not to 
have their arms, or, at leaft, none except 
Captain Grenade's company, I go from 
hence by water/' 

On the fame day while the Council watf 

fitting, the mafter of the floop in which 

the Governor, and the other gendemen 

already mentionecLhad embarked, brought 

the 
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the account of their unfortunate capture. 
On receiving this information, it became 
incumbent on his Honour the Prefident 
to afliime die command ; a talk that, at 
fuch a critical period, required judgment, 
refblution and abilities equal to his. The 
following proclamation was immediately 
jffued* 

" GRENADA, 
« By the KING. 
* A PROCLAMATION, 
P K, F. Mackenzie. 

" Whereas an infurreftion has broke 
put in this our colony of Grenada, which 
has diftinguifhed itfelf in its commence- 
ment by the nioft horrid ads of favage 
barbarity; and whereas there is ftrong 
reafon to believe, that it has been excited 
by the machinations of a very few indi- 
viduals, joined, in a moment of delufion, 
by others of a different defcription, who 
are interefted in the welfare of a colony, 
under whofe mild government and laws, 
affording equal protection to every indi- 
vidual, they have long enjoyed every com- 
fort;

fort ; and who, feeing how much they 
have been milled, may be, upon maturer 
consideration, anxious to return to their 
duty : Influenced by fuch considerations 
and motives of humanity, We have there- 
fore thought fit, by and with the conient 
of his Honour Kenneth Francis Mackenzie, 
Efquire,Prefident, and theMembers of Our 
Council for the faid ifland, to publifh this 
Our royal proclamation, declaring a ge- 
neral pardon and amnefty to all perfons 
concerned in the faid insurrection, upon 
their Surrendering themielves, excepting 
only to thoSe individuals who have com- 
mitted the cruel and unmanly murders 
that have lb difgracefully characterized 
the conduct of fbme of the faid infur- 
gents: And We do hereby further declare, 
that unlefs they accept this offered cle- 
mency, the molt rigorous meafures Shall 
be inltantly purfiied againft them ; and 
we do hereby offer a reward of twenty 
Johannes's to any peribn bringing in any 
of the faid infurgents either dead or 
.alive,

" GOD SAVE THE KING !

Nest day (the 4th), about ten o'clock 
A. M. the two mulattoes, Charles Nogues 
and Joachim Philip, came in with a flag of 
truce, and were conducted to the Council* 
then fitting. They brought a declaration 
from Fedon, of which the following is ft 
tranflation. 

" DECLARATION 

il Of Julien Fedori, General of the French 

Republican Forces, and the Officers 

at prefent in its Service, 

" To the Commander for the time' being 

of the Forts and Ifland of Grenada, or 

others having command of the fame. 

,** Without entering into any detail of 

tmr rights, we fummon you, and all the* 

E inhabitants/ 
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inhabitants, of every denomination, in th» 
colony, to furrender, within the fpac« of 
two hours, to the republican forces under 
our command. We warrant the fafety of 
your lives and property ; but, refpecting 
the laft, referring it to what may be more 
fully declared by the Commifnoners dele- 
gated by the National Convention in the 
Windward Iflands. And we give you 
notice, that in cafe of your not fubmit- 
ting, as you are enjoined, you fliall be 
liable to all the fcourges of a difaftrous, 
war ; and that all perfbns whomfoever 
that mail be taken in arms, or who fhall 
not have joined the National Flag in fuch 
time as we fhall judge fit (but without 
the finalleft delay), fhall be puniihed with 
death, and their eflates burnt, and the 
land confifcated to the ufe of the Republic 
We farther give you notice, that by the 
fucEefs which has already attended our 
arms in this colony, the tyrant Home, 
lately Governor of the ifland, Alexander 
Campbell, and a great number of the 
Englifh, having been made our prifoners, 
that their heads, and the heads of all 
others, 
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others, fliall anfwer for &e conduct of 
thole in authority, and this without de- 
lay, in cafe of refufal to furrender or fub- 
mit as above-mentioned : Promising pro- 
tection to our brothers and friends, who 
fliall behave as they ought to do on this 
occafion. And we alfo declare, that if 
any of our faid brothers or friends Jhall 
become the victims, or receive any ill 
treatment on the part of the Englifh, that 
foch ill treatment lhall be retaliated doubly 
upon each prifoner, and death by that of 
two Englifhmen, as it is announced in 
the Declaration hereunto joined, by the 
National Conuniflloners to the Command- 
ers in Chief of the Britifli forces, to which 
we further refer you, 

*' Dpne at our Camp, the fourth of 
March, in the third year of the 
French Republic, one and indivir 
fible. 

" JULIIN FfiDON. 

" BESSON, Officer of the

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" P. S. This will be delivered to yo^ 
by Citizen Charles Nqgues, ray aid- 
de-camp." 

The Declaration which accompanied 
flie above was in Englifh, as follows. 

" DECLARATION 

J* Of the Commimoners delegated by the 
National Convention of France, to the 
Commanders in Chief of the Briqfh 
Forces, Vaughan, Caldwell, Thomp- 
fon, Stewart, and Lindfay. 

"Time, and the defeat of, the E-ngliih 
forces at Guadaloupe, had weakened the 
remembrance of the heinous crimes by 
which the vile fatellites of George had 
fullled the Windward Iflands. 

" It might reafonably have been ex- 
pected, that the fudden recal of the infa- 
mous Grey and Jervis, fhould have made 
their fucceflbrs aware of fuch cruelties, 
and engaged them to keep a conduct 
quite the reverfe : but we have been mif- 
faken. 
' ' ' " They 
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" They prove to be as barbarous as 
.thofe above named cannibals. They have 
lately ordered to be put to death fome fol- 
; diers of the Republic, prifoners in St Lucia. 
Cruelties like thefe call forcibly upon us 
to avenge our brothers, and to make uft 
of reprifals. 

" In coniequence of which, we do here- 
by give folemn notice to the commanders 
in chief pf the Britifli forces in the Wind- 
ward Iflands, that, from and after the data 
pf this our qfficial declaration, the aflafh- 
nation of each and every individual Re- 
publican (of whatever colour he is, and in, 
whatever ifland it may happen) fliall be 
expiated by the death of two Englifh of- 
ficers, our prifoners. The guillotine Ihall, 
at the firft notice thereof, perforin this 
act of juftice, 

" We do further declare, That any 
Frenchman, who, at the moment of the 
landing of an army of the Republic, com- 
manded by one of us, or by any of our 
iubftitutes, fliall not join againft our com- 
mon enemy, is outlawed, and his proper- 
ty forfeited to the Republic. 
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" AH thofe Frenchmen are declared 
traitors to their country, who have accept- 
ed of any employment under the Englifh 
government The law having already 
pronounced againft thole who emigrated 
before the capture of the colonies, as well 
as againft the wretches who delivered them • 
up, and who are in the fame predicament 
with thofe that fold Toulon and die illand 
of Corfica, where the Punic faith of the 
Englifh fhone in its full luftre ; and this 
law, which inflicts the pain of death, mall 
here continue in full force. 

** We do further fignify to all the com- 
manders and agents of the Britifh Govern- 
ment, that Citizen Marinier, commander 
at St Lucia, is an officer in the French 
fervice, and that the Citizens Maffadi, 
lieutenant in the Navy, and Lambert, 
are our delegates in that ifland, and u> 
vefted with our power. 

** We have ordered this our prefent de- 
claration to be lent by a flag of truce to 
the above mentioned commanders of the 
Jlritifh forces, and to be tranflated into 
Englifc. 
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KngliCh, and diftributed in all the colo- 
nies. 

" Port of Liberty, the 3d day of Ven- 

tofe, (the 21ft of February, ftyle of 

the flaves) in the third year of the 

French republic, one and indivifible. 

" Victor Hugues. 

" Goyrand, et 

" Le Bas." 

To the fummons of Fedon and BefTon, 
die following Anfwer was given, and their 
extraordinary mefTengers were blindfolded 
and conducted to fome diftance from the 
town by a party of the militia troop of 
light cavalry. 

" His honour the Prefident, and Coun- 
cil of Grenada, having received a paper 
ftyled a Declaration, figned Julien Fedon 
and BefTon, purporting to be a fummons 
to the Commanding Officer of the ifland 
of Grenada, to furrender the fame to the 
arms of the French republic, are induced, 
by considerations of humanity, and feel- 
ing for the blindnefs and delufions of 
fome British fubjeits, who have been mil- 
led 
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led by the artifices of a few" evil-minded 
perfbns on the one part, and by a juft at- 
tention to the fituation of a number of in- 
dividuals who have" unfortunately fallen 
into their hands, on the other — i o ftate as 
follows : 

" That a number of unhappy fubjec"ls 
of his Britannic Majefty, having been de- 
luded by fome evil-minded perfons as be- 
fore mentioned, the Prefident and Coun- 
cil take this mode of warning them to re- 
turn to their duty, violated in every degree^ 
and particularly, 'by retaining' in their 
hands the lawful Governor of the ifland— 
and of alluring them, :that they will re- 
ceive the puniihment of their crimes, as 
awarded by the jufl laws of their country,- 
if they fail in fo doing ; and further, that,- 
if they fhould be- fo far bUnded to their 
loyalty and duty, as in any degree to in- 
jure tliofe vi-hom chance has unfortunate- 
ly thrown into their hands, or to deflroy' 
any property upon the ifland, they will 
only have themfelves to blame for that 
feverity and rigour which moft affiiredly 
will 
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will be the coiuec|uence of any fuch pro- 
ceeding, 

" Joseph Beete, Secretary. 
** By command of his Honour the Pre- 
fident, and Council." 

The garrifon at Richmond Hill confift- 
<d of one hundred and ninety men, and 
the militia at St George's, of two hundred 
and eighty rank and file, fit for duty. The 
Prefident, very properly conceiving that an 
attempt to difperle the infurgents before 
they {hould gather that ftrength and con- 
fidence which delay would undoubtedly 
give them, was of the greateft importance, 
determined therefore, by the advice of the 
Council, and after confulting Captain San- 
deman of the 9th, who then commanded 
his Majefty's troops in garriibn, to order 
an attack to be made on their camp on the 
fide of Gouyave, and on that of St An- 
drew's at the fame moment. For this pur- 
pose, one hundred and fifty men, of whom 
forty were regular troops, under the com- 
mand of Captain Gurdon of the 58th, em- 
barked in fmall veflels at day-break on the 
J? $th 
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5th of March, and proceeded under tha 
efcort of an armed brig to Champion's 
Bay (within two miles of Charlotte Town) 
where they landed about noon. They then 
marched by the eftates of Palmifte and 
Dougaldfton, avoiding the high road by 
the fea, and entered the town about 4 o'- 
clock, P. M. But the enemy had eva- 
cuated it in the morning, carrying with 
them to the mountains two fix pounder* 
from the_ battery. 

Captain Gurdon had been ordered to 
inarch that night as near as poffiblc to the 
camp at Belvidere, to which he was to 
have been guided by Dr Muir, who was 
well acquainted with the ground, and at 
day-break next morning to make his at- 
tack. In the inftruftions given to him, he 
was alio informed, that " the militia on 
the lide of St Andrew's and St Patrick's 
were ordered to co-operate at the fam,e 
moment, and the united endeavours of all 
the detachments were to be exerted to re- 
duce the enemy, and liberate the prifon- 
ers * " Captain Gurdon's reafons for not 
carrying 
• Vide App«^, No. I. 
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Carrying bit part of this ivtlLintendid plan 
into execution, lhall be given in his own 
words, taken from a letter he wrote fom6 
time afterwards to the Prefident : " After 
I had token the town of Gouyave on the 
evening of the 5th Marcn, it was niy in- 
tention to have ftormed the enemy's" camp 
at day-break next morning ; but on vifit- 
mg the party under my command, I found 
them too much fatigued by their march, 
as I was forced to go round by the moun- 
tains, to avoid two fix pounders which I 
was informed were placed in a narrow de* 
file I muft have palled." This fatiguing 
march had been performed, however, in 
the ipace of four hours, and the party had 
met with no enemy. It will not appear, 
it is hoped, invidious or improper to ob- 
ftrve, that the fame portion of time might 
have been fiifficient, both for refrefhment 
and reft. But it happpened that Captain 
Gurdon was not greatly cenfured for any 
delay on this occaiion, as the officers com-- 
manding the militia of St Andrew's and 
St Patrick's were, for a fimilar error on 
their part j though it is well known by 
thole

thofe who were on the fpot at Grenvillev 
that they had a better excufe, and far more 
weighty reafons for not marching, than 
what have been given in the above extract 
from Captain Gurdon's own letter. In 
him, it was deemed but a pardonable 
emijjion ; in them, unpardonable disobedi- 
ence of orderly notwithfianding the impof- 
fibility of carrying thofe orders into exe- 
cution, which the author will endeavour 
prefently to fliew. It was fortunate for 
Captain Gurdon, that the news of his re- 
maining all night at Charlotte Town, was 
accompanied by the account of his very 
gallant behaviour in repulnng the enemy, 
who had the temerity to attack his party. 
His apparent mifconduct in one inftance, 
was forgotten in the fuccefs which attend- 
ed his brave exertions in the other. The 
particulars of the action are briefly thefe ; 
Captain Gurdon took every precaution, 
in the difpofition of his men, to guard a-- 
gainft a furprife, by placing piquets and 
centinels at proper ports. At four o'clock 
in the morning of the 6th, the picjuet, 
fjofted at, the dwelling-houfe or^ Gouyave 
. . eftate, 
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eftate, confifting of thirty men, was at- 
tacked by the insurgents, who came down 
in confiderable force from a hill above the. 
home. As foon as the centinel had chal- 
lenged, and discharged his mulket, our 
men were under arms, and a fmart fire 
immediately began on both fides. Cap- 
tain Gurdon, and Captain Park, who com- 
manded the St George's militia, with the 
greateft expedition formed their troops, 
and marched to fupport the piquet In 
paffmg the works, to afcend the hill near 
die dwelling-houfe, they were fired on by 
a large party of the enemy, which obliged 
them to halt and return the fire ; and after 
a few rounds the inlurgents retreated. 
The light company of the St George's re- 
giment, under Captain Park, then joined 
the piquet-guard, who defended them- 
selves with great fteadinefs and refohmon. 
In a fliort time the enemy fled in great 
confufion, leaving twelve dead on the 
ipot ; and it was afterwards faid, that 
twice that number were wounded. Onv 
our fide, three of the regulars were killed, 
and one was wounded j together with, 
two 
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two of the militia, one of whom, Ml* 
Barry, ibon after died. Both regulars and 
militia (except a few who had got drunk), 
behaved with great intrepidity on this oc- 
casion; and,'for afirft effajr, the St George's 
regiment may be faid to have performed 
wonders ! They were indeed moftly pick- 
ed men, and had come forth voluntarily 
on this fervice, very firmly attached to, 
and having the mofl entire confidence in 
their leader,. Captain Park. 

To return, to Grenville.- — The reader 
has already been informed, that a finall 
party of the militia of St Andrew's march- 
ed into the town on the morning of the 
3d, where they were fpe&ators of a fcene 
too horrid to relate ! Colonel Horsford, 
•who commanded the St Andrew's regi- 
ment, immediately ordered the alarm to 
l>e fired. The infurgents had not fpiked 
the gun on Pilot Hill ; and the union flag 
Tiad'efcaped their notice, by being thrown 
into fome corner of the houfe. It was in- 
. ftantly hoifted. Trufty meflengers were 
lent, to lummon the militia who refid- 
ed at a diftance. Efcorts were ient to 
conduct 

- 
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conduct die families of the inhabitants 
into the town, who were put on board 
the veffels in the harbour, which ferved, 
in this moment of imminent danger, as 
an afylum for the fick, and for the women 
and children. About noon, fifty men 
were collected, twelve of whom were of 
the troop of light cavalry. Piquets were 
pofted at each end of the town, and the 
beft difpofition of our litde force was 
made, under the direction of Captain 
M'Calkil), an excellent officer, who had 
long been in his Majefty's fervice. Lieut- 
Col. MTJonald, and Major Hardie, and 
indeed every officer prefent, gallandy ex- 
erted themfelves on this alarming occafion. 
The provisions, and whatever elfe could 
be ferviceable, which the infurgents had 
left in the ftores, were put on board ; and 
what ammunition was known to be upon 
the eftates in the neighbourhood, was 
brought in and depofited on board the 
armed veflels. But thefe objects di4 not 
hinder the mournful furvivors from pay. 
ing the laft duties to their murdered 
friends. All the bodies which were found, 
were 
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were decently interred In the evening 
it was thought proper, confidering our 
finall number, and ignorant of the ftrength 
or numbers of the infurgents, to go on 
board. But the {hips were fo moored as 
to be able to annoy the enemy, and to 
prevent the town from being fet on fire ; 
in which Captain M'Nab (a gentleman 
who had come on a viiit to a friend in 
this quarter) rendered very important 
fervices. 

Next day, the 4th, die St Andrew's mi- 
litia were joined by the St Patrick's regi- 
ment, confiftihg of about forty effeB'tve 
men, under the command of Major Stew- 
art. They had affembled, on the firft re- 
port of the infurrection, at the town o£ 
St Patrick's, and from thence marched to 
take port at Marli Plantation ; but after- 
wards judged it more advifable to join 
their force to that of St Andrew's, which 
divided could effect nothing, but collect- 
ively might perhaps be enabled to act 
with energy againft the enemy. It was 
late in die evening of the 3d when they 
reached the eftate of Lower Simon : they 
therefore

tfherefbre toot poft there for the night, 
and early in the morning inarched into 
Grenville. It was now taken into conn- 
deration by the officers of both regiments, 
whether a poft fhould be occupied on Pilot 
Hill or Telefcope Point. But it was at laft 
determined to remain on fhore in the day- 
time only, and to go on board the mips 
at night, feveral of the men being unfit 
for duty. The bufinefs of embarking pro- 
vifions, &c was continued, and detach- 
ments were feht into the country to fearch 
for arms and ammunition, and to endea- 
vour to bring back the negroes to a pro- 
per fenfe of their duty ; for they were 
now beginning to be very diforderly, and 
refufed to work on feveral eftates in the 
neighbourhood. The gun on Pilot Hill, 
and two nine pounders on Telefcope Point, 
were rendered unferviceable, to prevent 
their falling into the hands of the enemy. 
In all thefe operations, Major Landrith, an 
active good officer, exerted himfelf highly* 
On the 5th, at one o'clock P. M. the let- 
ters which fhall prefently be laid before 
the reader, were brought p the Command- 
G ing 
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ing Officers of the St Andrew's and St J*a»- 
trick's regiments, by Captain Ke r, with a 
detachment of fixteen of the militia light 
cavalry. The officers of both the regi- 
ments having been called together, and the 
orders which thofe letterscontained having 
been communicated to them, were vnanu 
moujly of opinion, that they ought to be 
carried into immediate execution, as not a 
moment's time was to be lojl. This opinion 
was given, on the fuppofitlon that the de- 
tachment of the light cavalry under Car*- 
tain Ker, was intended as a reinforcement 
to our little army ; for, fmall as it was, it 
infpired confidence and hope. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Ri'Donald, and Mr James Camp,, 
bell, offered themfelves for the iervice of 
collecting able trufty negroes from the e- 
ftates of Mr A, Campbell ; and Major 
Hardie and Mr Hughes willingly went on 
the fame fervice to the eftates in the neighr 
bourhood, of which they had the direction. 
Baggage mules, and whatever elfe might 
be wanted for the intended, march that 
evening, were ordered to be 'procured. 
|Ju,t the orders wbich Captain Ker faid h* 

tet 
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had received from the Prefident, " to re- 
turn with his detachment as loon as pof- 
fible," changed the face of affairs en- 
tirely. 

It was now thought neceffary to confult 
Mr Smith, an experienced furveyorj whd 
was well acquainted with the ground 
through* which we muft march, and bet- 
ter qualified perhaps than any other to 
decide on the poffibility of fulfilling the 
©rders of his Honour the Prefident } that 
is to fayj to arrive in the vicinity of Fe^ 
don's camp before day-break. Such, it will 
be feen, were the orders* Mr Sniith gave 
it as his decided opinion, that it was im= 
pojjtbki This opinion of Mr Smith, ought 
to have beeu fet forth in the anfwer which 
was returned to his Honour the Prefident^ 
In that cafe, it can hardly be fuppofed, 
that the letter which he lent nexu day* 
which fhall alfo be laid before die reader, 
would have been coached in fuch harfli 
terms of cenfure and reproach. This laft 
letter wa3 undoubtedly written in the mo- 
ment of painful iblicitude and difappoint-' 
ment The Prefident's well-concerted plans 
(ft* 
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(for fiich they certainly were, as far as &4* . 
information refpetfling the diftance and 
nature of the ground and other circum- 
ftances went) had unexpectedly failed in. 
the Tery outfet. When the letter of die 
6th is reviewed in this light, it w to be 
hoped that the cenlure contained in it will 
make ne very unfavourable impteffions 
in the mind of the readier refpecting the 
conduct of the gentlemen to whom it was 
addrened. The correfpondehce on that 
unpleafant occanon was as follows ; 

" St George's, 5th March 1 79$* 
" Sir, 

" The unfortunate capture of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor by the infurgents, hav- 
ing rendered it necefTary for me to affumer 
the command for the prefent, I have the 
honour to acquaint you therewith, and to 
requeft you would immediately affemble 
all the white men who can poffibly he 
fpared from the necefTary defence of your 
quarter, and proceed with them to-night - 
towards the eftate of Julien Fedon, which 
W the prefent head-quarters of the infur- 
gents, 
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gfinrs, fo as to take poft as near as poffiblc 
to them an hour before day-break. At 
day-break I have ordered an attack to be 
made on die fide of Gouyave by a party 
of military and militia, and, on the fide 
of Saint Patrick's, by a party of militia 
from that quarter. With thefe you are 
to co-operate to the utmoft of your power, 
k being of' die laft importance imme- 
diately to reduce a band of rebels, who 
may otherwife effentdally endanger the 
general fafety of the ifland, and the life 
and property of every white individual in 
k. The parole is Wolfe, and the coun- 
teriign Howe.

«• Sir, 

** The neceffity of making a very vigo- 
rous effort for the immediate reduction of 
the rebels in arms at the eftate of Julien 
Fedon, and the finallnefs of the whole 
force with which you will be able to act 
ofienfively from your quarter, induces me 
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to fuggeft a propofal to you, on whicffe 
you will act or not, as your better knoW-< 
ledge of local, circumftances mall direct 
you. This propofal is to arm a number 
of able trufty negroes, from the eftates of 
Mr Alexander Campbell, and from fucfr 
of the other eftates in your quarter, as 
you can place good dependence upon, and 
take them with your party, to* aifift in the 
attack ordered for to-morrow morning. 
The circumftance, of the lieutenant-Go- 
vernor and Mr Campbell being in the 
hands of the rebels at Fedon's, will in all 
probability produce vigorous efforts on 
the part of the negroes connected with 
them.

The following is the anfwer which was 5 
returned by Captain Ker.

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"Sm, 

** A council of war of all the officers of 
the two regiments being called, took into 
cpimderation the following circumftances : 
Firfti the impracticability, or even pojftbi- 
iity, of co-operating with the party of the 
St George's regiment, from the late pe- 
riod at which they received his Honour 
the PrefidenVs orders ; and, in the next 
place, the eligibility of the meafure ulti- 
mately, from the hoftile difpoiition of al- 
moft all the gangs of negroes, not to fay 
the fame of many whites in this quarter : 
—And they are uhanimoufly of opinion, 
that the fafety df this part of the ifland 
depends on their maintaining our fitua- 
tion on board the fhipping in the harbour* 
Jt is farther to be obferved,that out of eighty 
effective privates, not above two-lbirds are 
properly armed and accoutred. Still, how- 
ever, we would have made the attempt, had 
Captain Ker with his party agreed to join 
us.

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On the night of the 5th, ieveral flrrt 
were perceived from the Clipping, in the 
direction of the Upper Pearl and Carriere, 
which proved to be the trafh-houfes or 
buildings for preferving the cane-fuel on 
thofe eftates and fome others. The houfe 
of Mr Stuart, near De Glapion, was alfo 
©bferved to be on fire. As two of the 
troop patroled, in the day-time, every 
hour towards this houfe, which com- 
manded the road leading to the moun- 
tains, it is probable that Fedon imagined 
a poft was intended to be eftablifhed there, 
and to prevent our doing fo, ordered it to 
be fet on fire. This was the beginning 
of a conflagration which was lighted up 
every night by the negroes in different; 
parts, and ill the end defolated the whole 
ifland. 

On the 6th, the letter from the Pre- 

fident, already mentioned, was brought 

by the detachment of the troop -under 

Lieutenant-Colonel Keith, and is as fol- 

' lows;

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" 5/ George's, 6tb March 1795. 
K Gentlemen, 

" I have received your letter of yefter- 
day afternoon. The critical fituation of 
this ifland required your inflant obedience 
to my orders, and not your debates on 
the eligibility of them, which I had de- 
termined upon, The ifland is to be faved 
by your united exertions againft the ene- 
my, and not by hiding your regiments 
on board fliips at La Baye ; nor can I con- 
ceive how you can think of fecuring the 
fafety of your quarter, by deferting the 
common caufe of a general attack bn the 
head-quarters of the rebels. The fitua- 
tion of the Lieutenant-Governor and Mr 
Campbell, ought of itfelf to have produced 
a very, different conduct. A party of a- 
bout one hundred and fixty regulars and 
militia have taken Gouyave, arid are pro- 
ceeding' to attack the Camp at Julien Fe- 
doras', in which they are to be fupported 
by one hundred veterans of the Quebec 
frigate, which is now under weigh for 
Gouyave. I therefore repeat to you,bothV 
my pofitive order, that you immediately 
H . form 
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form as ftrong a detachment as poflible of 
the effectives of the two regiments, and 
of trufty armed negroes from the eftates, 
and proceed without the fmalleft delay for 
the camp at Fedon's, there to fupport the 
general attack, by acting vigorously againft 
the enemy as occafion may require : And 
I hold you anfwerable for every ill confe- 
quence which may attend your further 
difbbedience. A vcfTel will proceed in- 
ftantly with a fupply of arms and accou- 
trements ; but you are not to wait her 
arrival. Proceed immediately with what 
you have. I am, &c.

The reader, being already acquainted 
with the delay which happened on the 
part of Captain Gurdon, has probably an- 
ticipated the author in the obfervation, 
that, whether the officers commanding the 
St Andrew's and St Patrick's militia were 
blameable, or not, in not having marched 
to attack Fedon's camp, it was fortunate 
that 
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that they did not make the attempt. The 
fame reafons {till prevailed for not march- 
ing directly up to the mountains ; but it 
was determined to form a junction with 
the troops at Gouyave, if pofhble, in time 
to fupport the attack which it was fup- 
pofed would be made next morning. By 
this meafure there would be a certainty 
of acting together, which otherwife was 
at leaft doubtful The anfwer to the 
Prefident's letter fent by Colonel Keith, 
who returned to St George's that evening, 
was a verbal one — " That the militia, -at 
leaft as many of them as were fit for duty, 
would march immediately from their pre- 
fent poft ; and the orders of his Honour 
fhould be obeyed, as far as poflible" 

A principal reafon for wifhing to mainr 
tain the poft at Grenville was, the daily 
expectation of the arrival of that part of 
the London fleet belonging to the Har- 
bour, that would, by abandoning k, ine- 
vitably fall into the hands of the enemy. 
On this fubject it is but neceftary to add, 
that if a fingle company, or fifty regular 
troops, could have been fpared to join the 
militia 
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militia at Grenville, a poft might have 
been eftablifhed on- more, which would 
not only have protected the town and- 
fhipping, but alfo the eftates in the neigh- 
bourhood. Unfortunately, the fmall force 
on Richmond Hill would not admit of' 
any diminution. 

At four o'clock P. M. on the 6th of 
March, eighty men of the St Andrew's 
and St Patrick's regiments, including the 
fmall party of the troop, and a few of the 
St John's regiment, who had found means, 
to join, left the town of Grenville. A- 
bout twenty men, under the command t ofi 
Captain Yeamahs Horfeford, were left on, 
board the fhipping.- The route which i^ 
was thought proper to take, was tjy the,, 
middle road leading to St Patrick's, thro* 
Tivoli, Montrofe, and Morne Fend&e. The 
detachment of light cavalry led, being , 
guided by Mr Alexander Brander, a gen- 
tleman who had narrowly efcaped from 
the infurgents, after having been carried, 
near to their camp. He undertook to, 
conduct the party by the heights of Du- 
quefne and Grand Pauvre, to fall out on 
Ptaifance 
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Plai&nce efface, formerly De Suze s, very 
near the enemy's head quarters ; but a£- 
XfX pafling the town of St Patrick's, which, 
was found abandoned, it was thought pro-. 
per to march by the road through the 
town of St Mark, commonly called Grand 
ffauvre, and To on by the iea-coaft. The 
httle town of St Mark had been alfo aban- 
doned* At the houfe of Clozier St Marie, 
near this place, a fmall advanced party of. 
.the cavalry, that had been difpatched to> 
fparch for St Marie himtelf, found only,. 
tj$Q mulatto men, who were carried for- 
ward tq Charlotte Town, where the whole 
party arrived- at four o'clock in the morn-? 
ing of the yth, after having marched 
twelve hours without halting, except for 
about ten "minutes at Mount Alexander. 
Here they found the party under Captain, 
Gurdon had not moved, otherwife the 
intention of Colonel Horsford and Major. 
Stewart was to have followed, notwith- 
ftanding the fatigued ilate of the men, as 
there was ftill time to have gained the 
Jbeight.near.Belvidere before day-break. 

The. 
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The account of what happened after 
this reinforcement joined, fhalt be given 
in Captain Gurdon's own words. " In 
confequence of the intelligence,! received,*' 
he fays, in the letter to the Prefident al- 
ready quoted, ** I thought it more pru- 
dent to put off my attack until I fhould 
receive a reinforcement, which I did on 
the arrival of the Quebec frigate *. After 
which, I determined to march out of the 
town, to prevent a fcene of drunkennels 
which was too prevalent, and which, from 
die few officers who were with me, I found 
it impofiible to prevent while I ftaid there, 
as all the ftores had been broke open, and 
were full of rum, wine and porter. But, 
contrary to my expectation, I found that 
the negroes brought rum to the men from 
every houfe or hut that I pafled. Never- 
thelefs I hoped, from the accounts I re- 
ceived, to be able to carry the enemy by 
ftorm, 

* This reinforcement confided of fifty marines landed by 
thebrave and a&ive Captain Rogers; of thefe, only tweaty- 
eigbt marched. It is fomewhat Arrange, that Captain Gur- 
do,n take* no notice of the reinforcement of eighty men from. 

GrenviUe. 
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ftorm, which was my reafon for advanc- 
ing clofe to their camp j but upon halting 
my party, and going on to reconnoitre the 
enemy, I found them pofted on men ad- 
vantageous ground, with two fix pounders 
which they had carried from the town of 
Gouyave *, that I thought it impofliblc 
to carry the place unlefs properly inverted. 
I alfo perceived their numbers were great- 
er than I had reafon to expect, as ';I plain- 
ly faw a houfe and chapel filled with 
men "f~, from which two places (even if I 
had fucceeded in driving them from their 
guns), they could have picked off all my 
men, as I had nothing with me to make a 
breach in fuch ftrong buildings ; and as 
my orders from the Council were perfect- 
ly difcretionary, I thought it would be 
more for the good of his Majefly's fervice 
to return to Gouyave, (as there was no 
height on which I could encamp with 
fafety), 

* Tbefe guns had been carried on to Belvidere ridge; but 
this Captain Gurdon could not know. 

f What Captain Gurdpn calls a chapel, was a houfe for 
drying coffee, (boucaa) -with a (mall belfry at one end. This 
was the poft of La Croifade, or Mount St John, which Ge. 
neral Liudfay took, frequently called Cbadau'i, 
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fafety), until I could receive a reinforce- 
ment and two howitzers', which I fent a 
veflel exprefs for as foon as t reached tile 
town." 

Soon after the party reached Gouyave 
ori the 8th, a fpirit bordering on mutiny 
broke out among the militia of St George's, 
which greatly tarniflied the glory which 
they had acquired in the action of the 6th. 
But the reader {hall have the relation in 
Captain Gurdon's own words. " About 
an hour after the veflel was gone, I was' 
aftonifhed when fome officers of the milt- 
tia came and informed me, that their men* 
were almoft in a fiate of mi/tiny, faying, 
that they would inftantly return to St : 
George's, as their property was there, and 
it was that they meant to protect. I ini- 
mediately Went to find but the truth of 
the' report, when a 1 party of the militia 
came to me and 1 told me, they mult return 
to St George's that evening, as they heard 
the enemy were within four or five miles 
of that town, and that it was ufelefs to 
ftay and protect empty rioufes. On my 
telling them that I had fent for a reinforce- 
inemV 
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merit, and that I was aftonifhed at their 
proceedings ; they faid fome were already 
gone, and that they would go, with or 
without my leave. Seeing the ftate of 
the militia, and thinking that, in all proba- 
bility, the enemy would come down and 
attack me again in the night, I thought it 
more prudent to embark the party, than 
to hazard the lives of many, from the difc 
affection of a few." It ihould be obfervedj 
however, that hardly a man of the light 
infantry company of the St George's 
entered into this fliameful deviation from 
good order. Captain Park, and feveral of 
the other officers, did every thing in thai 
power to bring the delinquents back to 
their duty ; but not being able to fucceed, 
they joined in opinion with Captain Gur- 
don, that it was the moft prudent mea* 
fure to embark and return to St George's. 
The imall detachment of 1 cavalry, on thd 
embarkation taking place, had permiflion 
from Captain Gurdon to march by land 
to St George's, where they arrived at nine 
o'clock at night, and brought the firft cer* 
I .tain 
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tain intelligence of the failure of this firffc 
expedition againft the enemy. 

The Prefident now few, that nothing 
could be done until a reinforcement mould 
arrive ; and therefore he, was obliged to 
confine his meafures to putting the. town 
and forts in the moft fecure ftate that was 
poflible. In this, he was greatly aflifted 
by Captain Rogers, of whole fervices the 
inhabitants of Grenada muft long retain 
the" moft grateful remembrance. Fifty 
marines were landed from the Quebec, and 
pofted on Hoftutal Hill. Forty Spanifh 
foldiers, which Don Chacon the Governor 
of Trinidad fent on the ioth to our aflift- 
ance, were ftationed in Fort George. Don 
Chacon likewife fent three armed veflels, 
and in every refpect proved himfelf wor- 
thy of the high character we had enter- 
tained of his Excellency's noble and friend- 
ly difpoiition. 

The whole ifland, except St George'* 
and the fortifications, and a few eftates near 
the town, was now in pofieffion of the in- 
surgents. The-infurre&ion of the flaves 
became general; and the work of plunder, 
and 
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and devaluation by fire, went on almoft 
without interruption, except when the in- 
cendiaries made too near approaches to the 
town. Thofe mifcreants might truly be 
laid to (carter firebrands, as it were, in 
ibort. But the reader fhould be inform- 
ed, that a few days before the arrival of 
the Spaniih armed vefiels, that is to fay 
on the 6th, the rebel general had the in- 
fblence to fend another flag of truce by 
De Suze Cadet and Pierre Alexandre^ (both 
white men), who brought a letter, to which 
the late Lieutenant-Governor, and forty- 
three more of the unhappy prifoners 
had been compelled to put their figna- 
tures, dictated, it was {aid, by that arch- 
traitor Olivier. This letter, with the names 
which were affixed to it, will be given in 
the Appendix *. 

The following is the anfwer that was 
fent back by thefe meflengers, who both 
were liable however to, have been hanged, 
as having formerly fworn allegiance to his 
Majefty, 

" The Prefident and Council of Grena- 
da, and the officer commanding his Ma- 
jefty 'i 

* Tuk Appendix, No II. 
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jefty's garrifon of Grenada, have received 
a letter, figned by feveral unfortunate gen- 
tlemen in the camp of Belvidere, purport-; 
ing, " I'bat tbe infant an attack is made 
on tbepoft -where tbe prifoners notv are con- 
jinedy that inftant every one of the prifoners 
/ball lie put to death." To a proportion fo 
horrid, it is difficult to conceive that any 
wearing even the form and femblance of 
human kind ihould have acceded. It re- 
quires but one anfwer — That we are all 
equally willing to ipill the laft drop of our 
blood, rather than difgrace eternally our- 
felves and our country, by a conceffion ta 
men capable of fuch a propofitioiu We 
difdain to avail ourlelves of our power o-* 
ver the inngnificant individuals that have 
borne this flag, but defire that no farther 
communication of the fame nature may 
be attempted.

Arrival 
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ARRIVAL OF GENERAL LINDSAY *. 

On the 1 2th of March, Brigadier-Gene- 
ral Lindfay arrived from Martinico to 
take the command. The militia in St 
George's were reviewed on the fame day 
by his Excellency, who expreffed his fatif- 
faclion at their appearance to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Garraway, their commanding offi- 
cer. The General had brought with him 
a few artillery men ; and on the 14th, 
150 troops arrived from Martinico in his 
MajeftyY fhip the Beaulieu. This rein- 
forcement was not permitted to land at 
St George's, but ordered immediately tp 
Gouyave. On the 15th, at four o'clock in 
the morning, the General marched at the 
head of about 400 regulars and militia, 
leaving 20c?, leaft able to bear fatigue, to 
protect

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protect: tie town and forts. About on* 
o'clock P. M. the General arrived at Char- 
lotte Town, and the troops were landed 
from the Beaulieu on the fame day. On 
the 17th, he marched to attack the enemy 
■with all the troops, except the St Andrew's 
regiment, and the new eftablHhed corps 
of Volunteer Affociated Cavalry, under 
Lieutenant-Colonel Gahagan, Thefe were 
left to defend Gouyave, and to fecure a 
retreat The General thought proper to 
reft the troops at Morne Felix, within a 
mile of the camp of the infurgents, from 
one (when they got upon this ground) to 
three o'clock P. M. This delay of only 
two hours was probably fatal to the expe- 
dition, as it has been thought the General 
would have got poflemon of the camp at 
Belvidere, if night had not come on too 
foon. The General now advanced with 
a detachment of the 9th, under Captain 
Sandieman, under the fire of a large field- 
piece, to the poft of La Croi&de, men- 
tioned in Captain Gurdon's letter, and 
took pofleflion of this place (by na- 
ture ftrong), where, as, foon as the reft of 
the 
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ihe troops carae up, he ordered fifty men, 
with a howitzer, to remain. He then 
marched quickly on, with the party of 
die 9th, that ftill led ; the troop of mili- 
litia light cavalry, and the reft of the 
force, following in die order the General 
had* pointed out. The field-piece, tmder 
Captain Grenade (who behaved well oil 
this, as on every other occafion), was 
brought on to a riling ground, within 
reach of the worts at Belvidere, and was 
well ferved. On approaching near thefc 
works (where it was thought the unfortu- 
nate prifoners were confined), one of the 
guides perceived a party of the enemy on 
the left, and pointed diem out to the Ge- 
neral This party he undoubtedly ima- 
gined to be in great force ; and, left they 
fhould fall upon the rear of the troops, im- 
mediately gave orders to charge, and, da£h- 
ihg forward himfelf at the head of the van- 
guard, the enemy, confifting of about 150 
of their beft men, were fbon forced to re- 
treat into a wood. It was now fix o'clock 
in the evening. Captain Sandieman had 
' been 
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been feverely wounded ; two privates had 
been killed, and fixteen wounded, chiefly 
of the 9th i and the troops who came up 
in time to be in the engagement were al- 
moft exhaufted, at leaft greatly fatigued. 
For thefe reafons, but chiefly on account 
of night's coming on, and the General'* 
being altogether unacquainted with the 
ground, he ordered a retreat to* the poft 
which he had taken. His" own letter, 
as it is fhort, fhall be given here. 

" PoftatFedonsHvufc*, iBtb March 1795. 

" My dear sir, 

" I have great pleafure in teftifying to 
you, that nothing could be better than the 
behaviour of the militia in yefterday's af- 
fair, which did not eoft any thing near 
the number of men we expected to lofe« 
They fljowed the belt countenance ; and 
every foldier in our regular troops re^ 
marked, that nothing could be better. 
Our whole lofs is one Captain wounded* 
two rank and file killed, and . fixteen 
wounded, 

* The General calls it Fedon'i Houfe, probably becaufer 
lie was told it had belonged to a brother of Julicn Fedon. 
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wounded, chiefly of the gth regiment* 
who bore the brunt of the attack. We 
hope to be in their camp to-morrow. 
" I remain, Sir, your humble fervant, 

" Colin Lindsay;" 
" His Honour the Preftdent" 

The enemy loft, as we afterwards learn- 
ed, about twenty killed, and twice that 
number wounded. In the beginning of 
the engagement, it is faid, Fedon gave 
orders to put the prifoners to death ; but 
on the reprefentations made to him by 
St Marie and others, their lives were 
fpared on this occalion ; but it was only 
to make them fuffer a thoufand indigni- 
ties and hardfhips worfe than death. They 
were carried up from the lower camp at 
Belvidere to the higheft, called Camp dk- 
la Mart, where Fedon had his quarters* 
Here they were forced to ly upon the 
ground in the open air, expofed to every 
inclemency of the weather, till a place 
could be prepared for their reception. A 
ftrong guard was fet over them, chiefly 
-c«pipoied of their own negroes! 

K It 
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It certainly was General Lindfay's dei 
termination to attack the enemy, nest 
morning ; but the night unfortunately 
proved quite wet, and unfavourable for 
the enterprife, which otherwife, under fo 
gallant a leader, would hardly have failed 
to prove fuccefsful. The heavy rains 
■which almoft inceffantly fell in the moun- 
tains, from this time, to the fatal period 
of his esiftence, rendered any movement 
impracticable. He mult have fuffered 
exceedingly in his mind by this delay ; 
■and the anxiety and impatience, which he 
•could not help difcovering, appear to have 
occklioned a temporary irdanity. About 
five o'clock in the morning of the aad, 
he . unhappily put an end to his life. 
Some other circumftances, befides the bad 
weather, probably contributed to the de- 
rangement of his mind, as appears by the 
following letter. 

" Poft before Behidere, a \fi March 1 795. 
■" S 1 R, 

" Upwards of one half of the militia 

haying left me, contrary to the moft po- 

utive 
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Stive orders, I have been prevented from 
tarrying my plans into execution ; and 
as I fhall not be able to acl oflfenfively un- 
til I have at leaft a number equal to thofe 
■with which I fet out, I thought it advis- 
able to give the part of the militia that 
remained behind, and who bore cheer- 
fully much hardfhip from the extreme 
badnefe of the weather, leave to return to 
St George's to refrefti themfelves, under 
the pofitive promife of returning in two 
days ; in which time, it is to be hoped 
that the weather may prove more favour- 
able for active operations. I rely upoa 
the navy, that they will prevent iupplies 
from getting to the enemy from Guade- 
loupe or ehe where. I beg leave to add, 
that the utmoft exertion of every indivi- 
dual will be neceflary to follow up this 
bufinefs ; and it is with much regret I 
hear, that there are many perfons doing 
no duty at St George's, that might be of 
great ule here ; as I mult repeat, that if our 
number fhould be reinforced to the num- 
ber before-mentioned, it will not be more 
fhan adequate tp the' fervice. I mull re- 
queil 
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queft a fupply of blankets and fhirts.fop 
my troops, as, when they laid down their 
haverfacfcs to engage the enemy, the ne- 
groes ftole them.

On the evening before General Lind? 
day's death, the author had occafion to 
make a report to his Excellency relative 
to fome drunken foldiers, who had ftray-i 
ed beyond the lines, and were taken in 
the act of plundering, which had been 
prohibited. He came out of the miierr 
able hut he had chofen for his quarters* 
which did not defend him from the rain, 
and attended to the report with great 
compofure and' complacence. He feeraed 
then to be perfectly collected, and gave 
his orders for the trial of the offenders, tq 
be held next day, with great cahnneJs ; 
though he was obferved at times to be 
rather warm and impetuous, both in his 
fpeech and action. He attended to the 
mimiteft wants of the private foldiers, 
and; 
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(md he was therefore beloved as well 
as feared by them ; they would have 
followed mo&L willingly wherever he led. 
He would not fuller them to remain in- 
active, where there was any poflibility of 
exertion ; and he was a great enemy to 
drunkennefs, which he faid proceeded 
from a want of natural courage, and a. 
defire tc« fupply that want by artificial 
means. . In a word, General Lindfay waa 
brave, affable, and humane. 

By the death of General Lindfay, the 
chief command again devolved on- the 
Prefident Lieutenant-Golonel Schaw of 
the 58th fucceeded tb the command of 
the troops; and he and the other of£cer8 
were of opinion, that the force then in the 
juand was not fufEcient for offenfive ope» 
rations. The Spanifh troops had been 
withdrawn, as they were wanted by Don 
Chacon for the defence of Trinidad, fame 
figns of internal commotions having been 
difcovered in that ifland. His Honour 
the Prefident was now reduced to the ne-r 
ceflky of acting on the defenfive, till the 
grrival of a reinforcement from England, 
t. a* 
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as no more troops could be fpared by th& 
Commander in Chief from Martinico. 
Armed veflels were fitted out to cruize 
round the ifland, to prevent any fuccour* 
to the infurgents from Guadaloupe. A 
finall veflel from that ifland, with mufket- 
ball cartridges, was taken by his Majefty's 
£hip Refource, Captain WatMns, to "whofe 
vigilance the ifland is much indebted. 
Soon after, Captain Watkins brought in 
another veflel bound to Guadaloupe, on 
board of which was Pierre Alexandre y the 
lame who, together with young De Suze* 
brought in the fecond flag of truce. Thi* 
man had been enrolled in the militia, and 
had taken the oath of allegiance to his Ma- 
jefty ; he was therefore tried by a court- 
martial, and condemned to be hanged; 
which, ientence was executed in the pub- 
lic market-place of St George's on the ad 
day of April. 

But it ihould have been firft mention- 
ed, that, on the 23d of March, Mr Luf- 
fan, a merchant of Gouyave, arrived from, 
Trinidad. He was a material evidence a- 
gainft Alexandre, having accompanied him 

n 
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to that iiland, where their bufinefs was to 
purchase arms and ammunition for the 
rebels, with bills of exchange drawn by 
D'Arcueil and St Marie. He came vo- 
luntarily in a veflcl, which, at his requeft, 
had been provided by Don Chacon, in or- 
der to give the Prefident every informa- 
tion refpe&ing the infurrection, that had 
fallen within his knowledge. 

Mr Luflan had been carried a priibner 
to the camp at Belvidere on the 3d of 
March, where he remained till the 1 8th ; 
t but being a Frenchman, was employed as 
<a depute-commiflary to ferve out the pro- 
vifions ; and at one time he faid he ferved 
.upwards of lcven thoufand rations to peo- 
ple of every defcription. The cattle had 
■all been driven, by orders of Fedon, by 
the negroes up towards the mountains, 
and not lefs than eight or ten were coo- 
fumed every day. Mr Luflan was apr 
plied to by one of De Suze's fons for mo- 
ney {pour aider la rtpubliqui) to aflift the 
republic On Luflan replying that he 
had nothing left to give, De Suze told 
him, that a letter of credit on his friends 
at 
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lit Trinidad, to purchafe arms and ammuV 
nltion, might eflentially ferve the came* 
to which he imagined Luflan was as good 
a friend as himfelf. To this propofal, 
the objecTion was, that Mr Placet, the in- 
timate friend .of Mr Luflan at Trinidad, 
was dead ; but as he was a merchant, and 
well known in that ifland, he might, if 
he was permitted to go there, be able to 
procure what was wanted on his own ac- 
count. He was accordingly trailed with 
bills for this purpoie, and ordered to ao? 
company Alexandre on the expedition* 
They failed in a fmall flfhing boat from 
Grenville Bay, in company with two o-' 
ther white Frenchmen, Portales and Nico-f 
las, the 1 8th about noon, and arrived at 
the.Carenage in Trinidad on -the 19th in 
the evening. Alexandre having gone di- 
rectly to the-houfe of one Beleran, a bro- 
ther-in-law of Fedon, to furnifh him with 
money to purchafe the articles wanted * f 
Mr Luflan embraced the favourable mo- 
. . ment, 

* This money had been given by feveral in the rebels'' 
camp, as thus palriotiquei ; and a tile pricft, named Pa/ni 

Maude!, contributed forty Johannes's. 
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ftient, to get to Port D'Elpagne, where, by 1 
the affiftance of Mr Benoit Dert, who lenfi 
him a canoe, he arrived next day early in. 
the morning-, He immediately waited on- 
the Governor, Don Chacon, to whom he 
.communicated every circumftance of the" 
bufinefi, in which he had embarked mere- 
ly to have the opportunity of making hirf 
efcape.- 

On the teftimony of Mr Ltoflanj fome 1 
tircumftances refpeeTing the prifoners in 
the camp have already been given ; but ifi 
may not be improper to add one more, 
which particularly relates to the late Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. When he and his fek 
low prifoners had been brought up and 
lodged in the Coffee-houfe at Belvidere, 
they were vifited foon after by Fedon, at- 
tended by Olivier as an interpreter. ** Eb 
iietr, tyran Home .'" exclaimed this wretch-* 
ed mifcreant, " te voiia men prifonkr — // 
font /aire Ihrer Its forts" " Ah, tyrant 
Homcf you are now my prifoner — yott 
mnft caufe the forts to be delivered up." 
To which the unfortunate Governor re-< 
plied, '* I am a prifoner, and have no long-

er any power in the colony — I am reign* 
ed to my fate, whatever you may make 
it." Hard fate! cruel reverie ! tobeplung- 
ed at once from dignified ftation, afHuence, 
and comparative happinefs, into a gulph 
of extreme mifery and woe ! But, per- 
haps, this amiable good man felt a pang 
more painfully acute for the fate of his 
friends and fellow-iufferers in confinement* 
thari for his own ; and efpecially for the 
friend of his early years, his companion 
through life, Mr Alexander Campbell. 
This gentleman was juft on the eve of his 
departure from the Weft Indies for this 
happy land of true and rational freedom, 
whither his friend intended foon to follow 
him. But on this fubject the author has 
perhaps laid too much. It is time to re- 
turn to the tafk he has impofed on him- 
felf, of relating every material occurrence 
which fell out, in the feveral attempts to 
check this unnatural rebellion. 

His Honour the President, not wifliing 

to fufier the troops to remain altogether 

inactive, determined, with the advice of 

the Council, to form a poft at Qrenville 

Bay. 
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Bay. The {hipping had left this harbour 
on the 1 5th, and all arrived Tafely at St 
George's, except a veffel called the Roman 
Emperor, which was ftranded on a reef 
near the entrance of the Bay. The town 
was reduced to allies on the 18th by the 
infurgents. They likewife burned the Pi- 
lot's Houfe on the hill, though they thought 
proper foon afterwards to eftablifh a port 
upon it, and, by the affiftance of nume-. 
rous gangs of negroes, brought up a nine- 
pounder, which had been thrown into the 
Bay, and mounted it *, inclofing the fum- 
mit of the bill with a kind of rampart of 
boards. 

Agreeable to the plans of operation which 
■were now refolved to be ■carried into exe- 
cution, the Prefident difpatched die fol- 
lowing letter to Lieutenant-Colonel Schaw. 

■** Grenada, 24/A March, 1.795. 
M Sir, 

" I have the honour to acquaint you, 

liat it has this day been determined, in a 

Council 

* The infurgentB afterwards mounted two fix-pounders 
-and a four-pounder at this poft. Thefe they brought from 
the different fignal pofta en the windward fide of the ifiand. 
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Council of war, to maintain for the pre-r 
fent die poft you occupy, and to aft offers 
fively from thence againft the enemy, a? 
pccajion may offer. A poll is immediately 
to be formed at GrenviUe Bay for the pror 
teclion of that quarter, confining of one 
captain, two fubalterns, and fifty men, 
from his Majefty's troops, and the fame 
detachment from the militia. The regulaj? 
troops are to be drawn from your poft, 
and replaced by an equal detachment of 
militia. Major Stewart, who is well ac- 
quainted with the country, will go round 
with the detachment, and give them every 
affiftance and advice, which his knowledge 
pi local circumftances can fuggeft. The 
necefiary orders, for carrying this fervioe 
into execution, will be forwarded inwne, 
diately.

The orders contained in the above let- 
ter were immediately begun to be put in 
force. Fifty regulars, and the fame num- 
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]ber of militia of the St Andrew's and St 
J)avid's regiments *, under the command 
of Captain Gurdon, embarked in the 
Flying Fifli and Pegafus, armed vefTels. 
Fifty men of the St Patrick's regiment, 
And a detachment of the light cavalry, 
marched from Charlotte Town to the Ob- 
servatory, a commanding poft within fix 
miles of Grenville. This party was com- 
manded by Captain* Mackenzie of the St 
Patrick's, and arrived at the Obfervatory 
jn time to watch the debarkation of the 
troops under Captain Gurdon at Gren- 
ville Bay, and to march thither to Sup- 
port them> But Captain Gurdon not 
thinking it adviieable to enter the har- 
bour, the troops were landed at Levari 
about four miles to the north-eaft of the 
Obfervatory ; to which poft they directly 
marched. 

On the 2d of April, Captain Gurdon 
marched from the Obfervatory towards 
Grenville. His letter to the President, 
giving an account of that expedition, fliall 
here be laid before the reader, who may 
be 
• TJte militia were commanded by Captain M'Caikiil. 
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be thereby better enabled to form his 
own opinion refpec"ting the caufes of it* 
failure. 

" Obfervatory-Houfe, Friday i April ^di 795. 
"Sir, 

" I proceeded yefterday morning to at- 
tack the infurgents on Pilot Hill, leaving 
only a fufficient force here to protect fome 
lick men. When I advanced near La Baye, 
they firft made a ftand with about one 
hundred men at Paradife negro-houies, 
from which they were diftodged, but fliU 
kept up a fire on Captain M'CaikilFs com- 
pany (which I had fent to fcour to the 
right), and wounded two of my men, but 
not dangerous. Oa my advancing with 
the main body along the road, they fired 
a cannon at us, which, by the ball which 
we got, appears to be a nine-pounder, and 
mortally wounded one of my grenadiers 
fo bad, that he died before he could reach 
this place. I then got my men under 
cover of a hill, when they fired a fecond 
ball, but it fell a little fhort of us. I then 
went with Major Stewart to fee their po- 
£tien. 
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iition and force from, a hill called Telef- 
cope-houfe, when, to our great furprife, 
they manifeftly, by the ftieds on Pilot- 
hill, had two pieces of cannon, and full 
two hundred men, and all the adjoining 
heights covered with men, principally 
armed with muikets. In fhort, they ap- 
peared fo ftrong, and fo well prepared for 
us, that on my confulting Colonel M'Do- 
nald and other gentlemen, they agreed 
that I muft lofe at leafl one, if not two 
thirds of my men, .before I could gain 
the hill, and that my force was fo final], 
. that it would be impoffible to keep poffef- 
fefhon of it afterwards. They therefore, 
as well as myfelf, thought it more pru- 
dent and advifable to return and keep pof- 
feflion of this hill, until I mould inform 
you of their ftrength and pofition. I con- 
fequently fent the wounded men and am- 
munition off immediately ; and, by re- 
maining at Paradife negro-houfes for a- 
bout an hour or more with the troopers, 
after I had fent the whole body away, I 
effected a fafe retreat for the whole ; and 
was very happy in being able to bring 
here 
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here my grenadier, who died about hai? 
an hour after he was fhot, and the two 
wounded men of the militia, who, I am 
happy to add, are both likely to do welh 
Their names are Mr Boyd of Sauteur, 
and Mr Powel of Dunfermline. While 1 
remained with the troopers at Paradife 
negro-houfes, a brig hove in fight off 
£a Baye, evidently intended for that port, 
as ihe hoifted a fignai for a pilot, but was 
ipoke by the fhip Flying Fiih and fehoon- 
er Pegafus, when fhe went off" to leeward 
with them, in eonfequence, as I fuppofej 
of not being able to weather Telefcopfi 
Point ; by which I am left here: without: 
any provifions or bread, and there' are 
ftarce any plantains to be found. I alio 
have no communication whatever by fea, 
and am- forced to fend this by land ta 
Gouyave. I hope you will take all theie 
thmgs into your consideration, and- favour 
me with your orders as fpeedily as pof- 
fible, particularly as the furgeon Mr Dryf- 
dale has juft reported to me, that there 
are nine men very ill with fevers, two 1 
wounded inen^ and a confiderable number 
wicb 
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with fore legs. By a woman, who has a 
hufband in the enemy's camp, and was 
brought in here laft night, I find that, 
the day before yefterday, they fent a re- 
inforcement to La Baye from Belvidere 
camp, and yefterday morning early, an- 
other ftill larger, lb that they evidently 
tnuft have had information of the intends 
<ed attack.

*fhe author will riot prefunie to make 
any comments on this letter. The con- 
duct of Captain Gurdon (and the gentle-; 
men whom he' feys he confulted) has 
been much ceniured by fome, and endea- 
voured to be juftified by others. But all 
joined in praifing the behaviour of Cap^ 
tain M'Cafkill and the militia, at the head . 
of whom he bravely advanced to attack 
the enemy, and had got almoft within 
mufltet-ihot of the hill, when, to his 
great iii^prife and difappointment, the re-> 
M trea^ 

• 
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treat was beat. The detachment of th* 
troop under Lieutenant M'Sween alfo be- 
haved well.. It is to be, lamented, that 
the whole of the troops did not advance 
to fupport Captain IVPCaikill ; for it ap- 
peared afterwards, by a letter from Charles 
Nogues to Fedon, picked up at Belvidere, 
and brought to the Prefident, that there 
were but two companies of the infurgents 
armed with mufkets upon the hill, and 
that they were greatly in want of ammu- 
nition *. Nogues commanded at this 
port. He was unfortunately foon after 
fupplied with ammunition, by a fchooner 
from Guadaloupe, which efcaped our 
cruizers, and got into Marquis on the 
8th. But farther mention will be made 
of this vefTel preiently. 

On the fuppofition that Grenville Bay 
would be in poileffion of Captain Gur- 
don's party, the Prefident had difpatched 
an exprefs to meet the commanding of~ 
, ncer of the reinforcement that was mo- 
mently expected, defiring him to land his 
troops in three divifions, at Grenville Bay, 
Charlotte

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Charlotte Town, and St George's, for the 
purpofe of making a general movement 
towards'' the enemy's camp at different 
places at the fame time. This exprefs met 
the 25th and 29th regiments on their way 
from Barbadoes, under the command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Campbell of the 29th, 
to whom the Prefident's difpatches^ were 
delivered. Colonel Campbell, however, 
proceeded with the fleet to Charlotte 
Town, where the two regiments were land- 
ed from the tranfports on the ift of April. 
On the fame day, the Prefident had an in- 
terview with him, in order to concert the 
belt meafures for employing his force. 
A detachment of three hundred men was 
re-imbarked for St George's, under Major 
Mallory of the 29th ; and a detachment 
of two hundred and fifty men, under 
Major Wright of the 25th, marched on 
the 2d, with proper guides through the 
woods, to fupport the party at the Ob- 
fervatory. 

On the 4th, Major Mallory marched 

with his detachment from St George's, 

intended to take poll at MkheWs^ a -hill 

about 
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about two miles beyond die grand clangs 
or great lake, on the St Andrew's fide, 
which the Prefident, in his correspondence 
■with Lieutenant-Colonel Efte, who fuc- 
ceeded Major Maltory in the command of 
the party, appears to have conceived to be 
9, poll, the pofleffion df which would cut 
off the communication between Grenville 
Bay and the camp of the infurgents. 
But their ufual communication was by a 
different road, crofimg the Grand Brar 
liver below Renaud's, and through the 
lands of La Force to Pefchiers eftate* 
where they had formed a kind of camp* 
which ferved as a place of fecurity for 
the wives and children of the infurgents, 
as well as a depot for provifiona of alt 
kinds. Major Mallory, in proceeding up 
by die road leading to the Grand Etang, 
was fired upon by a party of the infur- 
gents polled at Madame Acbes y about 
four miles from St George's. The enemy 
were foon driven from thence, and our 
troops halted there for the night. Next 
day, Major Mallory was lb much indif- 
yofed by an accidental wound, that he 
could 
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could not proceed, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Efte was ordered from Gouyave by the 
President' to take the command. Major 
Mallory was afterwards brought to town, 
where he fell a vidlim to the contagious 
fever. On the 6th, Colonel Efte afTumed 
the command of the party. For the rea- 
fons which prevented his farther progrefs, 
the reader is referred to his letters to the 
Prefident *. 

Major Wright's joined Captain Gurdon's 
party at Mount Home, after encountering 
great hardfliips, and lofing twelve men, 
who, it was feared, had fallen into the 
hands of the barbarous enemy, as they 
had been incapable, from fatigue, of keep- - 
ing up with the reft in the march. Major 
Wright had been annoyed by a party of 
the infurgents at Mirebeau, whom they 
foon put to flight. Major Stewart recom- 
mended Grand Bras as a proper and com- 
manding poft to be taken ; but as Captain 
Gurdon had left iome fick troops and a 
guard at the Obfervatory, it was refolved 

w

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to return to that poft. Major Wright hav- 
ing applied for more provifions and artil- 
lery, they were immediately fent ; but 
though his force was now four hundred 
ftrong, he made no movement ; and the 
infurgents remained in poffeffion of Gren- 
ville Bay, and continued to ftrengthen Pi- 
lot-hill. The banditti now burned Mire- 
beau, Grand Bras, Mount Home, and e- 
very other place through which our troops 
had pa!Ted, following their fteps with 
dreadful defolation. 

■ To return to the camp before Belvidere, 
which Colonel Campbell had reinforced 
with eight hundred men immediately af- 
ter landing at Gouyave on the ift of A- 
pril. On the 3d, he placed a ftrong piquet 
of one hundred regulars,- and foine of the 
St George's militia under Captain Hewan, 
at Chadau, properly fo called, which was 
half a mile nearer to the rebels camp than 
La Croifade. In the evening, as fome 
movements of the enemy had been obferv- 
ed on that fide, a reinforcement of fifty 
men was fent to Captain Hewan. At mid- 
night he was attacked by the infurgents, 
who, 
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who, after keeping up a fmart fire about 
half an hour, thought proper to retreat. 
Captain Jlewan was mortally wounded, 
and died in two hours after the action was 
over. A ferjeant and one private were like- 
wife killed, and nine privates wounded. 

On the 7th, his Honour the Prefident, 
in confequence of a letter he had received 
from Lieutenant-Colonel Campbell, defir- 
ing to have a converfation on the mbjecl 
of future operations, went to the camp 
before Belvidere. It was thought beft to 
make a vigorous aflault upon the camp of 
the infurgents, without lofs of time. Cap- 
tain Watkins, of his Majefty's fhip Re- 
fource, gallantly offered his fervkes on 
this occafion ; and, with the afliftance of 
Captain Blackett, the mailer of a fhip then 
lying at Gbuyave, (whofe fpirited conduct 
and exertions on this and feveral other oc- 
cafions entitle him to great praife), one 
hundred and iifty volunteer feamen were 
collected to affift Colonel Campbell in the 
enterprife. Thefe brave fellows marched 
from Charlotte Town in the evening, and 
reached our camp about midnight. Every 
tiling 
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thing was now prepared for the afiault, 
which was made on the morning of the 
8th. Our woops were led on by Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Hope ; and, on their ad- 
vancing, the enemy abandoned the lower 
poft at Belvidere, and retreated to the ridge 
of the mountain, on which they had two 
guns, but one much more advanced, that 
is to fay, lower down on the ridge than 
die other. This was the firft object to 
which the movements of a company of 
the 9th, under Captain Stopford, on one 
fide, and a part of the feamen, led on by 
Captain Watkms, on the other fide of the 
ridge, were pointed. The firft: was fup- 
ported by Lieutenant-Colonel Hope, with 
a party of the 29th and 58th ; and the 
laft, by a detachment of the 25th under 
Lieutenant-Colonel Dickfon. Both co- 
lumns preffed forward with great ardour. 
Captain Stopford, notwithftanding the ex- 
treme difficulty of the afcent, had got 
within twenty yards of the gun, when he 
fell. Mr William Park *, who had gal- 
lantly

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lantly engaged in this enterprize as a vo- 
lunteer, fell almoft at the fame inftant 
The troops now being expofed to a heavy 
and galling fire from the enemy, and find- 
ing it impoffible to make their way through 
the fallen trees, were forced to retreat On 
the other fide, Captain Watkins, with Cap- 
tain Blackett and thirty-five brave feamen, 
had actually got within a few yards of the 
gun; but, obferving that Colonel Hope 
with his detachment was retreating, and 
die reft of the teamen not having come up, 
they were alfo under the neceffity of retreat- 
ing. About one fourth of the volunteers 
who followed Captain Watkins were killed 
and wounded ; and, befides Captain Stop- 
ford and Mr Park, Enfign Baillie of the 
29th, two ferjeants, one drummer, and 
fixteen rank and file, were killed — Lieute- 
nant Power of the 58th, fix ferjeants, two 
drummers, and forty-three rank and file, 
were wounded. • The retreat of our troops 
was well fupported by Major M'Leao, 
with a party of the 68th, otherwife a 
great many more muft have been loft in 
this unfortunate attempt. * 

N The 
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Thefailureof this enterprize maybe attrj T 
buted tp ieveral cauies ; The heavy rainft 
which had fallen, the inaccefllbility of the 
ground, and the trees which had been cut 
jdown, rendered it almoftimpoffibleforthe 
m^ntomarch^ortoufetheirarms. Thelea- 
nien and troops employed to bring forward 
a fix-pounder, had no fhare in the action ; 
and this gun, owing to its great diftance 
from the ridge, was of no fervice whatever. 
To the iafurmoun|able difficulties which 
pur troops had to encounter from the na- 
ture of the ground, it may be added, that 
niany of thofe who were newly arrived.* 
were raw and undifciplined young men. 
.Colonel Campbell, on his part, had made 
the mod judicipus arrangement for ftorm- 
ing the ffill at day-break ; but the obr 
ftnuftions abqve mentioned retarded the 
march almoft an hour beyond that time j 
■ and the enemy had notice of the approach 
of our troops foon enough to take every 
advantage of their fituation, and to gall 
$he advanced party of the 9th exceedingly. 
The number that fell on the fide of the, 
infurgenta 
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snlurgents could not be ascertained ; but, 
considered comparatively with the lofs out- 
troops fuftained, they fuffered but little; 
Amijrig the iniurgentis killed, was a bro- 
ther of Fedon, who fell early in the en- 
gagement. It has been faid,- that Fedon's 
houfes dn the plairi of Belvidere, com" 
monly called the Lower Camp, (by them 
Camp dc la Ub'erte\ Were evacuated by the 
enemy, and might have been eafily burnt? 
which wduld have diftrefled them eStreme^ 
ly, as they had a great part of their prd- 
virions in thofe' houfes. This was effected; 
however, Without any lofs on our fide, by 
a party of the regulars and militia, Sent 
by Major M'Lean a few nights after- 
wards *. 

The fchoonef, which has already been 
noticed, arrived at Marquis on the day 
of the attack. With the arms and am* 
munition which came in this vefiel, the 
French Commiilioners ient one Lc G^ang^ 
& mulatto, as their dekgate y to direct the 
future operations of the infurgents jointly 
with Fedon, Beflon, and Nogues; An ofi 
ficer" 

* VtJt Appendix, No. j» 10, u. 
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fieer was Cent aho, to bring the prifonew 
then confined in the camp to Guatlaloupo. 
He did not reach Belvider^tiH next day, 
and then unfortunately it was too late to 
■fulfil the purpofe of his miffion. He can- 
Tied back in the fchooner, three .only oat 
of fifty-three *; for ten had been added -to 
<he fatal lift fuhferibed to the letterbrougbt 
'by the fecond flag of truce. s 

At this period of the unnatural rebeiU 
Jion, the author is forced to paufe. The 
.mind is ftruck with horror, and recoils 
at the recollection of an event, which, for 
its atrocious barbarity, has not, perhaps, 
■jbeen paralleled in the hiftory of the moft 
favage nations. Early in the attack made 
by our troops on the camp of the infur- 
4*ents, fifty British inhabitants, (among 
whom were feveral of the moil refpecV 
at3e characters) who had been captured* 
•or induced to furrender, by the treachery 
of

and fent to Martinico ; and from thence he came to Grenada 
on the 2zd of the lame month.

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jtf Fecbm and liis adherents, were deli- 
berately maflkcred by order of that in- 
iiwnan monflcr ! The death of Fedon*s 
brother, ierved as a pretence to that 
fobod-thirfty afTaffin, to facrifice fo many 
Snnooenr vi&ime to his manes ; but his 
principal motive for fo horrible a deed, 
was probably hks fears that they would 
have been relieved by our troops, or might 
have made their efcape during the engage- 
ment. The manner of their being, put 
to death has been varioufly related. — Let 
it fuffice, that they met their fate, for 
which they were prepared by uncommon 
iuflerings, with fortitude, with calm and 
pious resignation. 

It was faid by fome of the French 
■white inhabitants, who afterwards came 
in to our troops, that the officer already 
-mentioned, finding that the Governor 
and all the reft of the prisoners, except 
three, had been thus ignominioufly put 
to death, reprehended this wanton and un- 
precedented act of cruelty in the ftrongeft 
terms of disapprobation and abhorrence. 
Be this as it may, the declaration which 
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was brought by the fchooner, and indufr 
trioufly diftributed in the ifland, fervefe 
to prove, that the Cofnmiffioners who 
figned it, were not themfelves averfe from 
that fyfiem of terror, which their friends 
and allies, by the faid declaration, and 
, by the example that had been iet them 
in Guadaloupe, were taught to follow, 
A tranflation is here given. 

"DECLARATION 
" Of the Commiflioners delegated by the 
National Convention to the Windward 
Mauds. 

" Confidering, that the fentiments of* 
humanity, which have always directed our 
conduct towards our vanquished enemies 
and prifoners, have been forgotten by the 
Englifh nation in thefe colonies, who find* 
ing it impoffible to refill the republican 
valour, have not forbore by their innu- 
merable crimes to force us to reprifals : 

" Confidering the ridiculous blockade 

of General Vaughan and Caldwel, not un*- 

like to the foolifh plan of the famous Pitt 

(their 
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{their matter), to ftarve the French nation, 
at the time her enemies, defeated and af, 
frighted, fled before her, leaving her matter 
of all Belgia and Holland : 

" Confidering, that the event has fully 
juftified our declaration to' the neutral 
powers dated the 3d Ventofe, and fince 
ihe iflands of St Vincent's, Grenada and 
St Lucia were fuccefsfully attacked by the 
republicans ten days after having officially 
notified the fame by a flag of truce re* 
ceived by Rear Admiral Thomfon, warn-: 
ing him in the faid declaration of our 
plan of attack : 

*■* Confidering, that the proclamation of 
, the Council of Grenada dated the 4th 
March (ftyle of flaves), fent forth by the 
infamous Kenneth Francis Mackenzie, is 
an outrage againft the rights of nations 
and humanity, becaufe it puts arms into 
the hands of aflaflms, by promifing them 
twenty joes for each head of our brave 
and loyal republicans : 

"Confidering, that fimilar atrocities have 
been printed and publifhed by the Go- 
vernors and Council of St Vincent's and 
Dominica;, 
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Dominica, agaiaft our faithful: friends and 
allies the Caraibs : 

** Declaring, that the Caraibs nation be- 
ing in friendfhip with the French, to 
whom they have always been much at- 
tached, and by *irtue of powers inverted 
in us, we have named the citizen Duvalay. 
(their chief) officer of the French republi- 
can armies, conjunctly with the citizens 
Torailles and Michel Mathieu, French re- 
publicans, enjoining them to ufe reprifafc 
againft the Englifh in the ifland of St 
Vincent's, &c. &c after having notified 
to them the prefent declaration by a flag 
pf trnce; 

** Declaring likewife, that ciuzenPfogUes, 
officer of the Republic commanding at 
Grenada and Lagrange, our delegate, do 
fignify to the chiefs of our enemies in thefe 
iflands, the prefent declaration; enjoining 
farther all the officers commanding the 
armies of the Republic in the iflands al- 
ready conquered, or to be conquered, to 
obierv-e the laws of war in the cafe where, 
by any deliberate atft, A republican dies v 
Jjy the hand of our enemies, to put tb the 
fword 
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fword all fuch until their name and me-" 
mory are blotted out in the colony where 
the crime fhall be committed : 

" Promifing to do the fame in all the 
colonies where the inhabitants and thg 
Engliih commanders publHh and execute 
iuch proclamations : 

*' Denouncing to the public opinion^ 
and to all nations, Kenneth Francis Mac- 
kenzie and Mather Byles, fubfcribers tc* 
the faid proclamation : Declaring, that 
the French republicans have no need to- 
put a price on heads fo defpicable, to con-* 
mier and annihilate them* 

" Port of liberty, the iith Germinal* 
the third year of the French Republic, 
one and indivifible. 

M Victor Hughes; 

" Goyrand, and 

" L'e Bas." 

The following remarks on the above 

declaration were written by the Prefident, 

but were not publiflied. The author 

thinks they will not be unacceptable to 

O the 
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the reader, and therefore has given them 
a place in this narrative, 

u From, the total want of truth and de- 
cency, which marks this publication of 
Victor Hugues, Goyrand, and Le Bas, 
(if the publication really be theirs), it 
might at firft view be confidered unnecef- 
fary to make any comment thereon. £- 
very perfon in this colony muft at once 
fee its falfehood and inconfiftency. But* 
for the fake of others not fo well inform- 
ed of what has pafled, it may be right to 
fhew the production, and the proclama- 
tion to which it alludes, in one view. 
The proclamation offers no reward for the 
Jieads of the fttbjects, of France, who come 
here openly to make war. The Britifii 
nation meets its foreign enemies with o- 
ther arms, and has long been diftinguifli- 
ed for its generous and companionate con- 
duct towards prifoners taken in war ; 
their perfons are protected; and then- 
wants, in health and in ficknefi, are amply 
fupplied at, the publiccharge. But it is 
not with an open foreign enemy that the: 
government 
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government of Grenada contends. The 
■wretches who have defolated the ifland, 
and aflaffinated their tinfufpecYmg fellow- 
fubjects in. the hour of fleep, or dragged 
them away to more deliberate butchery 
in their camp, are not foreigners who have 
landed in arms to make war; they are 
fubjeifls of the King of Great Britain, 
many of them born under his govern- 
ment, and all bound to pay allegiance to 
his Majefty by the mod folemn treaties 
and oaths. The laws of every country 
confider fuch criminals as the outcafts and 
fcourges of fociety; moft juftly deliver 
them over to death, and encourage every 
good fubject to ufe his bed efforts for 
their deftrucHon. It was for thefe rea- 
fons, that the President and Council of 
Grenada offered, and (till offer, a reward 
to thofe who, at their perfonal rifle, un- 
dertake to execute the public juftice on 
fuch robbers, incendiaries, and afTauuis, 
whofe conduct has difgraced their nature. 
The immutable principles of juvtice fandli- 
fy the meafure ; it is entirely confident ^ 
with every law of religion, and with e- , 
very 
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very inftitution of fociety. But it is re- 
served to the unhappy times in which we 
live, to fee three obfcure individuals af- 
fume to themfelves the authority of a na- 
tion once highly civilized, and publilh 
decrees which that nation muft neceflari- 
ly difavow, as dilgraceful in themfelves, 
and inconfiftent with the exiftence of e-. 
very fociety ; to fee Victor Hugues, Goy- 
rand, and Le Bas, under the tide of Com- 
miflioners delegated by the National Con- 
vention of France, claim alliance with the 
moft barbarous and abandoned in the 
neighbouring colonies ; attempt by com- 
panions to fcreen them from the gibbet j 
hold forth rewards to the deferter and the 
rebel ; arm the Servant againft; his mafter, 
and the fon againft his parent ; encourage 
the violation of every tie human and di- 
vine i and then infult common fenfe by a 
fhamelefs appeal to the rights of humani- 
ty, of nature and of nations. Thefe are 
plain truths, which muft carry conviction 
to every unprejudiced mind; while the 
threats and falfehoods of Victor Hugues, 
Goyrand, and Le Bas, can only ftimulate 
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the brave to fupport the caufe of virtue 
with redoubled exertion," 

ARRIVAL OF GENERAL NICOLLS. 

Thus we have feen, in the foregoing 
part of this Narrative, that, almoft in every 
inftance, the bell plans which his Honour 
the Prefident could devife for the reduc- 
tion of the infurgents, have been defeat- 
ed. Unfortunate and unforefeen accidents, 
and, perhaps, in fome inftances, a want 
of ftrift discipline and obedience, prevent- 
ed thofe plans from being carried into exe- 
cution with that vigour and alacrity which 
he wiflied, and which could only infure 
fuccefs *. He therefore fent a letter by 
expreft to General Sir John Vaughan, the 
Commander hi Chief at Martinico, in- 
forming him of his fituation, and re- 
quefting that he would immediately fend 
a general officer, veiled with the full com- 
mand, in whom the military eftabliih- 
ment, the militia, as well as regular troops, 
might 

* Of the Prefident, it may very well be faid, tliat thowj^ 
he could not command fuccefi, he defvrved it. 
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might have full confidence. In confe- 
quence of this application, Brigadier-Ge- 
neral Nicolls arrived at St George's, and 
took the command on the 16th of April. 
From the circumftance of General Nicolls 
having refided in the Ifland during the 
government of General Mathew, when 
his conduct, as commander of the 45th 
regiment, gave univerfal farisfaction, he 
was received by all ranks of people with 
every mark of welcome and iincere con- 
gratulation. He was accompanied by Cap- 
tain Drew of the 45th, as his, Brigade- 
Major, who, being likewife known and 
refpected by the inhabitants as a good of- 
ficer, met widi the fame agreeable recep- 
tion ,*. 

In defcribing the military operations 
and occurrences from this period, to the 
time of the author's departure' from the 
Ifland, he means to be very brief and con- 
cife, as by this time the reader probably 
wifhes 

* None could be more pleafcd on this occafion than the 
IVeGdent. He was, by the amval of General Nicolls, re- 
lieved from a load, under the preilurc of which he was ready 
tofinfe. 
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wifhes ' the work to be brought to a con- 
clufion. 

As foon as General Nicolls had vifited 
die camp before Belvidere, and the poft at 
Ache's, he determined to withdraw the 
troops from both thefe places, and to drive 
the enemy from Pilot-hill, where they 
were now in confiderable force. 

On the 2 2d, an engagement took place 
between the party at the Obfervatory, un- 
der Major Wright, and the mfurgentsr 
A fmall foraging party of the light caval- 
ry having gone to Tivoli in the morning, 
were nearly furrounded by the enemy on 
their return, Mr Robert Turnbull and 
Mr Langan were killed by the firft fire. 
The reft with difficulty efcaped, and gave 
the alarm to Major Wright, who imme- 
diately ordered a detachment of the regu- 
lar troops under Captain Gurdon, and the 
militia under Captain M'CaikilL, to march 
againft the enemy. They appeared drawn, 
up on a hill within cannon-fhot of our 
poft, In confiderable numbers, having a 
fix-pounder advanced upon the fummit ; 
which, however, they had only time to 
difcharge 
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discharge once, our troops marching fa 
brifkly up, and attacking them with fuch 
a fteady and fmart fire, as foon forced 
them to feet their fafety in flight, and a- 
bandoh their gun. Captain Gurdon fell 
in the beginning of the action, as he was 
bravely advancing at the head of his 
troops ; and, by his death, atoned for any 
errors or miftakes which it may be 
thought he had committed in fome of 
tke'enterprizesalreadymentioned. In this' 
engagement, five of the regulars, and 
three of the militia, were wounded. 

About this time, General Nicolls and 
Captain Rogers were both feized with an 
attack of the malignant fever then raging, 
which had fwept away many of the troops 
and inhabitants. The General however 
did not fall a victim to it ; but Captain 
Rogers died on the 24th, univerfally la- 
mented. 

The embodying and arming of trufly 
negroes for internal defence, had been the 
firft objedl which engaged the attention of 
General Nicolls. Three hundred negroes 
were in a fhort time enlifted under Major 
John 
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John Farquharfon. They were divided 
into five companies of fixty men, under" 
the command of a captain and lieutenant 
to each company. Thele officers were 
fuch as had given proofs of their courage 
and abilities to command ; and the hopes 
that were entertained of the great fervicfl 
which a corps, inured to fatigue, and ufed 
to travel in the woods, would render the 
colony, were not difappointed. They have 
indeed rendered eflential ierviCes ; and it 
was in contemplation to augment their 
number to five hundred. Before taking 
leave of this corps, it is with real concern 
the author muft mention, that, very foon 
after its eftablifliment, three of its gallant 
and worthy qfficers, Captain Chifholm, 
and Lieutenants D. and S. Campbell, were 
carried off by the epidemical fever, brought 
on perhaps by exceifive fatigue and hard 
duty. 

On the 26th, the polls in the heights 
near Belvidere were evacuated, and the. 
expedition againft Pilot-hill was under- 
taken. Two gun-boats, each carrying an 
eighteen-pounder, were prepared. About 
P twenty 
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twenty fmall veffels, eicorted by the K*- 
fource frigate, Captain. Watkins, aflembled 
at Gonyave ; and Colonel Campbell, wkh, 
about nine hundred troops, embarked on 
the 27th, leaving two hundred under Ma- 
jor M'Lean, to defend Charlotte Town. 
From St George's,- the troop of light ca- 
valry, and the black volunteer corps, 
marched by the road leading by St Da- 
vid's, Crochcu, and Grand Bacolet, to 
Marquis ; where the troops that had em- 
barked at Gouyave landed, on the 4th 
of May, under cover of the fire from the 
gun-boats; As foon as a few of the troops 
were landed, Colonel Hope marched with 
them to diflodge a party of the insurgent* 
on Poft-royal hill, which he effected with- 
out any lofs. Major Wright's party at 
the Obfervatory, had been joined by Lieu- 
tenant-Colenei Gahagan's corps of caval- 
ry, and had been ordered to march to- 
wards Grand Bras, to cut off the retreat 
of the enemy from Pilot-hill. But owing 
to fome accidental occurrence, or miftake, 
refpecung the particular time of march- 
ing, this part of the plan was not carried 
int» 
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into execution. The infurgents abandon- 
ed the Hill in the night, after fpiking the 
guns, and efcaped to Belvidere, to the 
great mortification of the troops that had 
■landed under Colonel Hope, and thofe 
who had marched by land to join him. 

After taking pofleffion of Pilot-hill, it 
was occupied by a ftrong party under Co- 
lonel Hope. The pofl at the Obfervatory 
was continued ; and General Nicolls efta- 
bliflied pofts alfo at St Patrick's and St 
David's, commonly called Megr'm ; and 
the poll at Charlotte Town was reinforced. 
The remainder of the troops and militia 
were in garrifon in St George's and the 
fortifications. 

From this time to the 26th, no material 
occurrence happened. About one o'clock 
in the morning, the troops who were port- 
ed in the church at St David's, confiiling 
of fifty regulars, under Captain White of 
the 29th, and twenty-fix militia of the 
St David's regiment, under Colonel Scott, 
were attacked by about five hundred of 
the infurgents, one half of whom were 
.armed with muikets. Two centinels were 
furprifejal, 
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lurprifed, and put to death ; and the e~ 
nemy found means to pals the piquet- 
guard unducovered. The firft notice our 
troops had of their approach, was by a 
volley of mufketry fired in at the door 
and windows of the church. Captain 
White was then ill with an attack of the 
fever ; and Lieutenant "Williams of the 
39th, immediately called to arms, Both 
regulars and militia leemed to be animat- 
ed by the fame fpirit, and determined to 
lell their lives as dear as poffible, The e- 
nemy appeared to be very numerous ; but 
this did not intimidate our brave- little 
garrifqn. The firing on both fides was 
continued till day-break, when the affail- 
ants thought proper to fcamper offi leav- 
ing twenty killed on the fpot On our 
fide, this lurprifing victory, for fuch it 
furely may be called, was bought very 
dear. Nine of the regulars were killed, 
and thirteen wounded, fome of them bad T 
ly. Among the latter was Lieutenant 
"Williams, who behaved moft gallantly*. 
Two 

* Lieutenant Williams, after having been cured of hip 
Mpunds, died of the malignant fever. 
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Tw* of the militia -were killed, and eleven 
wounded, one of whom, Mr Thomas Ju- 
nor, afterwards died of his wounds. The 
Reverend Mr May, who had joined the 
party at this poll, diftinguiihed himfelf 
highly, encouraging our men both by pre- 
cept and example. Lieutenant Murdoch 
of the St David's regiment, likew'ife dis- 
played great firmnefs and refolution on 
this occafion. The chief who led the in- 
furgents, a mulatto, named St Bernard, 
was ihot by Mr Murdoch, as he was point- 
ing a blunderbufs in at a window. 

A fliort time after this, Colonel Hope 
marched with a considerable party to the 
poft of the inmrgents at Michel's, which 
place he fet fire to, after having diflodged 
the enemy, feveral of whom were killed. 
On our fide, two of the regulars were 
killed, and two of the militia wounded ; 
one of whom, Lieutenant Hughes, was 
fhdt through the body, but recovered. 

Nothing remarkable happened aftejr 
this, though our foraging parties had fre- 
quent flurmilhes with the rebels, who ge- 
nerally fled from our troops after the firft 
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or fecund round On one occafion, thfe 
troop under Captain M'Burnie, confining- 
but of thirty men, were attacked near 
Mirebeau by upwards of an hundred of 
the enemy well armed, and fame of whom 
•were mounted on horfe-back. Thefe daf- 
tardly banditti were foon obliged to re- 
treat, and were purfued by our horfe a- 
bove a mile towards the mountains. One 
of the moft active of the infurgents named 
Jlapier, and a few more, were wounded 
in this fkirmifh, without any lofs on our 
fide. 

At Charlotte Town, Major M'Lean, an 
excellent officer, frequendy fent out de- 
tachments to harafs the enemy. Some 
of thefe detachments were fuccefsful in 
taking prifoners, and in deftroying the 
huts and other buildings in the moun- 
tains, which ferved for flicker and retreat 
to the rebel negroes. On thefe occasions, 
our troops were generally attended by a 
great many of the negroes who had re- 
mained faithful, and thefe were employ T 
ed to cut down-and bring in plantains. 
pa the morning of the 6th of July, a 
party 
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party of thirty men under Enfign Leigh 
of the 68th, attended by upwards of two 
hundred negro men and women, went to 
forage in the valley of Grand Pauvre. 
On their return about noon, the negroes 
being loaded with plantains, they were 
attacked in the rear as they marched a- 
long the fea-beach. On our troops quit- 
ting this path, to turn up towards the 
country, they were met by another party 
in front Our troops were completely 
furprifed, and fome of them were wound- 
ed ; but they made a good defence, and 
drove the enemy back Upwards of fifty 
of the defencelefs negroes, however, were 
taken by the infurgents, and carried to 
their camp, where the men were fliot next 
day. The women, among whom ieveral 
were feverely wounded by thefe mif-. 
creants, were confined ; but a few after- 
wards made their efcape, and brought 
this intelligence. This concludes the re- 
lation of military operations. The pro- 
ceedings of the civil department remain 
tp be mentioned. 

The 
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■The neceflity of adopting fome imme- 
diate meafures for the fiipport of the pub- 
lic credit, had induced the Prefident to 
iflue a proclamation on the 6th of May, 
calling the Legiflature together, to take 
the fame into their confideration *. Ac- 
cordingly they met on the 7th, and his 
Honour addrefled them in the following 
fpeech, which is here given, not only for 
the excellence of its composition, but as 
it may ferve as a recapitulation of almoft 
every thing that has gone before, 

*' Mr Prefident,- and Gentlemen of the 
" Council: 

u Mr Speaker, and Gentlemen of the 
« Affembly : 

'*' It is a very fenfible affliction to me M 
meet you for the firft time in a feafon of 
great public calamity. A general infur- 
rection of the French free-coloured people- 
broke out here on the 3d of March : The 
Lieutenant-Governor, who was then in 
the country, was unhappily captured by 
the 

• V, Me Appendix, No. 1 2, 
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■the infurgents on his way to St George's ; 
and it became, in confequence, my duty 
to affume the chief command, which I 
exercifed until the arrival of Brigadier- 
General Lindfay on the 1 2th of March : 
His death unfortunately took place ten 
days afterwards ; and the direction of 
public affairs again devolved on me, until 
the 14th April, when Brigadier-General 
Nicolls landed here from Martinique, and 
took the military command, which he ftill 
retains. 

" During the periods when the affairs 
of the ifland were under my direction, . I 
ufed my beft efforts to reftore tranquillity, 
but I was not fuccefsful : The infur- 
rec"tion ftill exifts ; Many of the French 
inhabitants have joined the infurgents : 
A very general fpirit of revolt has {hewn 
itfelf among the flaves ; and a large pro- 
portion of the eftates have been defolated 
by fire and pillage. 

" Such papers as are neceffary to ex- 
plain the plans which have been adopted 
for the re-eftabliihment of order, and the 
(5 caufeu 
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caufes of their failure, {hall be immediate- 
ly laid before you. 

" Among the misfortunes which the 
ifland has experienced, I mult particularly 
regret the untimely death of Captain Rogers, 
commander of his Majefty's fliip Quebec, 
who' was eminently diftiriguiihed by his 
zeal and activity in the fervice of the 
ifland, arid to whofe memory fame mart 
of public gratitude is moft juftly due. 

" At the comriiencement of the diflur- 
bances, a number of gentlemen offered 
their fervices as a corps of Volunteer ca- 
valry, which I accepted, and affociated 
them under a Lieutenant-Cotonel Com- 
mandant, and a Major. The conftant 
fervices they have rendered, amply jultify 
the idea I had entertained of the ufeful- 
nefs of this additional militia eftablUh- 
ment. A ftate of this corps will be laid 
' before you. Brigadier-General Nicolls 
has, fince his arrival^ given orders for em- 
bodying and arming a black corps of three 
hundred men, from the trufty flaves, for 
the fervice of the ifland. A copy of his 
general orders for this purpofe, and a re- 
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turn of the prefent ftate of the corps will 
be laid before you, that you may confider 
what regulations are proper to be made 
on this fubject 

" A number of people, againft whom 
there were in fome inftances proofs of 
guilt, and in others grounds of fufpicion, 
have been taken up and confined on board 
a hulk in the Carenage. ■ They have been 
examined by a committee, whofe re- 
port, with my obfervations thereon, has 
been laid before Brigadier-General Nicolls. 
I recommend to your consideration the 
prefent ftate of the hulk, and the expe- 
diency of furniihing the prifoners with 
further accommodation in point of room, 
as their numbers are already considerable, 
and are increasing. 

" Gentlemen of the AJJembly ; 

" I lament that the long continuance 
of the infurrection has brought a very 
heavy expence upon the colony ; but I 
judged it eflential for its intereftSi that 
the public bufinefs ftiould meet with no 
«bftru<5Uoa 
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obftruction or delay ; that the coafts of 
the ifland mould be protected by cruizers, 
and that the militia and the troops fhould 
be encouraged by every reafbnable indul- 
gence, to perform their duty with cheer- 
fulnefs and alacrity. I have directed die 
proper officers to lay before you abate- 
ments of the expences which have been 
incurred. I truft you will provide in the 
bed manner for the difcharge of them, 
and of fuch further expences as the fitua- 
tJon of our affairs may require. I parti- ' 
cularly recommend to your early atten- 
tion the liquidation of fuch debts as are 
due to foreigners for provifions fupplied 
on the public account, 

*' I alfo recommend to you to make 
fome prcfent regulations with refpe£t to 
the real and perfonal property of perfons 
known to be in infurrection. A com- 
mittee has been appointed to receive and 
ftore fuch articles as arrived in the fleet 
from Europe for perfons of this defcrip- 
tion } and I mall direct a report of their 
proceedings to be laid before you. 
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u Gentlemen of the Council; and, 
" Gentlemen of the Affembly : 

" The critical fituation of the Iflaad 
calls for your utmofl: zeal, firmnefs, and . 
unanimity. You contend againft an ene- 
my deftitute of faith, and rendered infa- 
mous by the vilefl crimes. The unhappy 
Englifli inhabitants who were captured by 
their treachery, or who fubmitted to their 
mercy, have, I too juftly fear, been in-, 
difcriminately fubjected to dehberate maf- 
facre in the rebel camp : and the perpre- 
trators of this butchery avowedly feek to 
rob you of your property, and to extir- 
pate you and your families. 

" Your caufe, Gentlemen, is good ; 
your exertions fhould be exemplary ; and, 
when I look round upon you as individu- 
als, whofe cheerful fubmiffion to hardfhip. 
and aclive exertions in the fervice of the 
Ifland, do you the liigheft honour, I feel 
a confidence, that your conduct in your 
legiflative capacity will be equally merito- 
rious, and that you will adopt the wifeft 
and 
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and moft ftremious meafures for the re- 
eftablifhment of good order, and the main- 
tenance of the public credit." 

The Council and Aflembly prefented 
Separate addrefles to the Prefident, which 
being, as ufual, httle more than echoes 
to the fpeech, are therefore omitted here. 
They then proceeded to take the impor- 
tant objects which his Honour had recom- 
mended, into their consideration. On the 
nth, they chofe William Lufliington, 
Efquire, M. P. to be their agent at Lon- 
don, in the room of the late Alexander 
Campbell, Efquire : and, after having ex- 
amined the papers which had been laid 
before the Aflembly by the Prefident, the. 
Houfe unammoufly came to the following 
refolution ; which, together with the 
Speaker's letter, the author thinks it pro- 
per to fubmit to the reader; and, with 
them, conclude the proceedings of the Le- 
gislature, though both Houles continued 
\q fit for a confiderable time thereafter.

" I am directed by the Houfe of Af- 
fembly to convey to your Honour, its un- 
animous approbation and acknowledge- 
ments for your unwearied attention to e- 
very part of the public fervice, at a time 
fo critical and alarming to the exiftence 
and welfare of the Ifland, at the moment 
that the command of it devolved on you ; 
and, in obedience to the order of the 
Houfe, I indole you a copy of its reiblu- 
tion. 

" It is with pleafure that I execute this 
. part of my duty, as it affords me an op- 
portunity of expreffing the high feme of 
obligation I feel, as a perfon deeply inter- 
efted in the fate of the Ifland, for your 
conftant exertions to rid it of an evil which 
threatens to be its ruin.

CONCLUSION. 

From the foregoing Narrative, it ap- 
pears that General Nicolls had eftablifh- 
ed pofts at Grenville, St Patrick's, St Da- 
vid's, and Charlotte Town. By this ar- 
rangement, the principal harbours were 
fecured, and the fea coaft was in our po£- 
feffion. The remainder of the troops and 
militia were ftationed at St George's, and 
Richmond Hill. But the fortifications on 
this hill are fb extended, and fo conftruct- 
ed, as to require as many troops for their 
defence againft a fkilful and determined 
enemy *, as were left to defend the whole 
Ifland, on the 23d of July laft Both the 
regular troops and militia had been re- 
duced to half their number in the ipace 
of three, months, by the fatal epidemical 
fever, which had raged with dreadful vio- 
R. lence 

* Fortunately the infurgents were not of this defer irJtion. 
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lence during that period. Indeed the Ac- 
tuation of the once flouriihing colony of 
Grenada was fuch, on the day above men- 
tioned, (when the laft convoy failed from 
it), .as to give but too much caufe to the 
people in this country to fear for the fate 
of their friends, who were left to ftruggle 
with the ftorm in that Ifland ; and even 
for the fate of the Ifland itfelf. 

The languine hopes of the inhabitants 
were unhappily fruftrated by the troops 
that came from England in the end of 
June (inftead of coming to their relief) 
proceeding to St Domingo*. No fhip- 
wrecked mariners, who having perceived 
a veflel, which they flattered themfelves 
was coming to refcue them from impend- 
ing deflxue^ion, mould have the mortifica- 
tion neverthelefs to lee her bear away from 
them, could be more dreadfully difap-t 
pointed. 

But, 

* General Vauglian paid a vifit to Grenada in the be- 
ginning of June. He ftaid on ftiore at the Prclideut'* 
houfe but a few hours. He then promifed that the firft 
troops that fliould arrive from England, ihould be teat «* 
the relief of Grenada. Unfortunately he died before he 
could fulfil this promife. 
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But, thank God, our affairs, by the 
Jaft accounts both from Grenada and Sc 
Vincent, are fuch as ought, in fome mea- 
sure, to leflen our apprehenfions for the 
fate of thofe Iflands. The troops under 
General Hunter would probably get out 
in time to fave Grenada, by keeping the 
infurgents in check, until the ftrong ar- 
mament, now about to fail under General 
Sir R. Abercromby, mail happily arrive. 
The accounts from St Vincent are fo flat- 
tering, indeed, as to afford reafonable 
grounds to hope, that tranquillity would 
foon be re-cftablifhed in that colony. 
With thefe comfortable hopes and aflur- 
ances, the author will now conclude thi$ 
Narrative *.

Our leaving St George's at fp late an; 
hour, made it eight o'clock before the laft? 
gun ' and the rear column reached this, 
poft ; of courfe, there was no poflibility 
"of judging of poft*. 
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The night proving rainy, with heavy 
fhowers in the morning, I was informed 
there would be no poffibility of mov- 
ing before the roads got fomewhat dry, 
J therefore propofed to march about ten, 
previous to which time this poft was at-. 
tacked from . an height that totally com- 
manded it, as well as the road by which- 
fhe detachment was to proceed ; and it, 
became' neceffary to diflodge the enemy* 
and to occupy this height, before the de-, 
ICachment could move; for which pur- 
pole, it was judged advifable to fend a de- 
tachment into the bottom, in hopes to di- 
vert the enemy from that poft, and which* 
in fome meafure fucceeded. Lieutenant 
M'Namara, who had gone with this de- 
tachment, returned, and informed me, 
that he had left Captain Pigot in a fecure 
noil, which cut off all communicatipa 
with the bottom, or a poffibility of the 
enemy receiving fupplies ; and the fire 
on the height having in a great meafure 
ceafed, I ordered fifty men, under the 
pommand of Lieutenant Walton, to make 
#$ (rffaulf on this fide of the lull ; at the 
fame 
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lame time fending orders to Captain Hgott 
to advance on the other fide, if practicable, 
to divert the enemy's fire from that fide, 
as the afcent was very great, and would 
not have been effected if the enemy in 
any finall body oppofed. 

By thefe two movements, the object 
was effected about "half pari five in the 
evening, and the poft occupied ; and we 
remained tolerably quiet through the 
night. In the attack we loft two men 
killed, and four wounded. The killed 
have been brought in this day. 

We had two failors wounded in this 
poft, which, confidering the conftant fire 
from, the enemy, was very mconfiderable. 
At firft I did not intend to return the fire j 
and kept the men as little expofed as pof- 
fible ; but at laft brought up a gun, and 
fired canifter-fhot for fome time j which 
not anfwering the purpofe, the movements 
were made as mentioned before. I am 
much afraid that the poft at this place can 
never be maintained, or the communica- 
tion kept open, by fo fmall a number of 
men as is allotted to it. I fhould think; 
twice 
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twice the number inadequate ; and, even 
then, another pofi would be neceflary be- 
tween this and St George's, to infure a 
probable communication. 

I am forry to add, there has been ano- 
ther rainy night, and feveral very heavy 
ihowers fince day-break ; and that to the 
difficultieslhave already mentioned, others 
occur, which place me in a molt difficult 
and critical fituation. However, as foon 
as the men are a little relied from their 
fatigue, and the roads are paffable, I {hall 
pufli forward with one gun, without wait- 
ing for the round and grape mot I requeft- 
ed Mr M'Burnie to acquaint you were 
immediately wanting. 

I cannot exprefs how much I am obliged 
"to Lieutenant Walton for his exertions, 
and for his conduct in the attack of this 
poft, which he volunteered.

From the information I have this m<v 
ment received from Captain M'Burnie, 
that the men of the Refource had marched 
from Guave yefterday to join the army on 
die attack of the rebel camp, and from a 
cannonade and platoon firing heard here 
this day, which, tends to . confirm it; 
and as it is impofuble this detachment 
can move before the morning, I take the 
opportunity of Captain M'Burnie' s reture 
to St George's with the fick, to ftate to yoi* 
the following obfervations. 

There appears a very numerous body 
encamped on a ridge, directly oppofite 
this pofl:, and who are certainly in mo- 
tion in various parts, with a view to im- 
pede its march, and which I am informed 
is , very eafily to be effected. As no time 
will be loft by afldng your further direc- 
tions, as he muft return previous to ouf 
"movement, I think it my duty to repre- 
fent 
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fent to you, that the detachment is al- 
ready much fatigued, and incapable at 
this moment of great exertion ; that it is 
too much incumbered with cannon and 
ammunition, belides a quantity of provi- 
fions ; at any time fufEcient to injure any 
military operations, but which, in the prc- 
fent fituation, might prove highly detri- 
mental to the country, mould any difcom- 
iiture happen to it. 

I have consulted Major Mallory ; and 
we both agree that it is advifeable to lay 
this before you, before a movement is 
made ; both being of opinion of the very 
great confequence of this poft to the fafety 
of the town of St George, and as a bar- 
rier to a farther incurfion of the enemy, 
ihould they take this route towards the 
ridge I have already mentioned, and, by 
weakening this poft, leave this part of the 
country at their mercy, and open to their 
depredations.

I have the honour of your letter of this 
day ; and as you are pleafed to leave to 
my judgement to determine the propriety 
of advancing to Michell's, I muft fay, that 
at prefent I am exceedingly againft any 
movement from this poft, not only from 
the circumftances I mentioned in my for- 
mer letter, but more particularly from the 
unfortunate .event you communicated in 
the 
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difcdmfiture of yefterday ; perfuaded, from 
that event, and the appearance before me, 
this poft becomes of more confequence, 
fecuring the town and government from 
all attacks on this fide. 

The enemy on the oppofite heights have 
greatly increased their numbers, and are 
many with arms, and, as we think, have 
white people withthem. They extend their 
encampment every night round the two 
faces of the mountain, and have, fince 
yefterday morning, had the effrontery to 
defcend in numbers into the bottom ; and 
from which circumftance, I told Major 
Mallory early yefterday,. I apprehended 
they had received favourable accounts from 
their camp. 

I mean to exert myfelf this night and 
to-morrow, in clearing and fecuring this 
poft, to which purpofe we ftand in need 
of more hatchets and hand-bills. The 
hatchets mould be fent with handles ; the 
lafl were without. 

I have been making very minute in- 
quiry what roads they have from the 
ridge they occupy, to interrupt me on my 
•route, and I am informed they have two.; 
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©ne about two hundred yards from Grand- 
Etang houie, the other at the heights a- 
bove the river Soulier, and where they 
may ly in numbers, impoflible to be dif- 
covered or annoyed ; which circumftan- 
ces, in my opinion, render any movement 
with a detachment iimilar to the one I am. 
entrusted with, the height of imprudence 
to rifk, confidering the ftrong country I 
have to pafs through, and the advantage 
enfuing from the poft I at prefent oc- 
cupy. 

I have alfo made inquiry with refpecl^ 
to the advantage you have mentioned of 
cutting off fupplies, by being polled at 
MichelTs; and I am informed, and, as I am 
told, by the beft guides, that they have 
four higher from La Baye to the camp of 
Belvidere, than ■ by the road under Mi- 
chell's. I fhall take the liberty of nam- 
ing them, viz. one by Madame Pefchier's, 
another by Madame Renaud's, a third 
by the Canal of Mirebeau, and a fourth 
by Paraclete.

Since I Iaft wrote to you, I have receiv*-* 
ed information that the enemy have had 
a fupply of arms and ammunition.

If you fhould therefore think 
proper to fend a detachment of at leaft 
an hundred men from the Grand Etang, 
(if that poft can admit of fuch a diminu- 
tion of force) to co-operate with us, we 
might make the attempt with Ibme hopes 
of fuccefs. I am forry to add, that our 
men have been in fuch a ftate of intoxica- 
tion, ever fince they have been out, that 
it is impoffible to place much confidence 
in them. The artillery arrived laft night | 
t>ut they have fo overloaded us with am- 
munition, that, we fiiall find it difficult to 
carry the whole of it. If you could fpare 
a detachment from your troops, Major 
Stewart informs me they might be here in 
^twenty-four hours, which would be fully 
as convenient as what I before mentioned. 
The eftates are now burning clofe to us ; 
fo that all our profpect of provifions muft 
$n future come from the fliips.

Sir, 

I have the honour of inclofing a letter 
from Major Wright, and muft leave the 
anfwer, fo far as relates to the reinforce- 
ments propofed from your fide, entirely to 
your pleaiure ; neither knowing where the 
detachment commanded by Colonel Efte 
is at this time, nor the fervice upon which 
it is employed. With refpect to any re- 
inforcements to be expected from the 
troops here, I muft allure you it would 
be impomble for me to fpare any, confift- 
ent with the fafety of the reft ; and I have 
juft received the inclofed lift of fick from 
Major M'Lean, who in addition aflures 
me, that the fatigues of the men -are fuch 
as has almoft rendered the whole unfit for 
fervice, particularly the officers. Captain 
Walker reports, that the enemy are ad- 
vancing a gun to the opposite ridge, which, 
fhould they once open upon the port, muft 
render it untenable, 
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The enemy have certainly received a 
fupply of ammunition and arms, other- 
wiie they never could have fupported the 
continued and heavy fire of yefterday, 
where, exclufive of artillery, there could 
not pouibly be lefs than feven hundred 
firelocks employed; 

Thefe are grievances which I am fbrry 
to communicate ; but they are ■ ftrong 
truths, which I think it neceflary you 
fhould be acquainted with, and natter 
myfelf, your fuperior knowledge of the 
fituation and intereft of the ifland will in- 
ftrucl: fome remedy. As far as my fma.ll 
force can be ufeful, they are certainly 
ready to "act ; but it really does not ap- 
pear to me at prefent poflible to afford 
protection to both this and St George's 
fide of the country. Should the retiring 
Major M'Lean's poft meet with your ap- 
probation, it will be neceflary to collect a 
*ery large number of negroes and fome 
feamen to carry down the artillery, which 
Captain Walker feems to think even now 
in a precarious fituation.

Sik, " . . 

I am honoured with your letter of ye£ 
terday's date, covering one from Major 
Wright. The proceedings of the party at 
the Obfervatory, furprife and diiappoint 
me. The ftrength- there coniifts of 30a 
regulars, and 100 militia j and by the let- 
ter from fome of the infurgents to their 
General, of which I fent you a copy yet 
terday, the ftrength of the enemy at La 
Bayc 
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Jlaye -amounts to two companies of undiC- 
ciplined rabble, fhort of ammunition pf 
every kind. This requires no comment^ 
Pilot Hill ought to haye been ours long 
ago, with much lefs force than we have 
there. I defire that Major Wright may 
immediately make himfelf raafter of it 
with the ftrength that he has, for the poft 
is of the lad importance to the prefcrva- 
tion of the ifland. I have no reinforce- 
ment of men to fend him ; and ^f I had, 
it does not appear neceffary. Good difcir 
pline will prevent the intoxication he comr 
-plains of. Our affairs there have been 
moft effentially injured by relaxation and 
delay ; and nothing but vigorous exer T 
lions and intrepid decifion can retrieve 
them, 

Wifh the number of men now in the 
ifland, I cannot think of relinquilhing any 
of the polls that tend to hem in the ene- 
my. That under the command of Major 
M'Lean mull be maintained to the laft ex- 
tremity, for it is moft neceffary for our 
future operations. If we exj>edt to fucceed, 
we muft acl ofFenfively. I truft our affairs 
are 
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are not yet fo bad as to induce us to reV 
treat before fuch an enemy, and look for 
fafety in our fortifications. Fedon's camp 
on the plain may be burnt any night, and; 
the cattle there driven off"; and I have to 
defire that may be done the firfl night the 
weather will permit. I have information 
to-day from the enemy's camp, that had 
that been done at the time of the attack 
(and it might then have been effected with 
a corporal's guard), the infurgents would 
have been diftreffed in the extreme, as 
they had nothing of confequence on the 
hill, but had, and probably flill have, the 
greateft part of their ftores and provilion* 
below. ' 

I am at a lofs how to ifiue orders re* 
fpe&ing ammunition for the .artillery. 
Lately, their quantity, bulk and weight 
were matters of inconvenience ; and now 
there is not .enough. Captain Walker has 
fent no return of what he requires ; and 
without it, the ordnance ftorekceper fays 
he knows not how to fupply his wants. 
^As foon as the return is received, the ar- 
ticles fliall be forwarded. 

I 
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I am glad to find, by Captain Johnfton's . 
application for eight hundred and fixty 
pair of ftrong fhoes, that the number of 
men with you is fo confiderable. I hare 
given the necefiary orders refpecting them 
to Captain Miller, the acting quarter-* 
mailer. 

I have not yet had a complete return of 
all the troops under your command. Be 
pleafed to furnifli me with one, and, alfo 
a return of the killed and wounded in the 
attack of the 8th, 

I forward to you, for your information, 
Captain Gurdon's letter from the Obferva- 
tory, and alfo Major Mallory's from Ma- 
dam Ache's. Be fo good as to return them 
by the firft conveyance. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Gahagan will for- 
ward for you, by fuch means as may be 
mod convenient and expeditious, the or- 
ders that relate to the detachment under 
Major Wright. I have, &c. &c,

■ The value and importance of the ifland 
of Grenada to Great Britain may be judged 
from the following flatement, which is ta- 
ken from a petition of the Council and 
Aflembly of that ifland prefented to the 
Houfe 
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Houfe of : Commons againft the abolitaoti 
of the flave-trade, in the year 1790. — 
Since that period, the income, or yearly 
value of the crops, was much higher in 
fbme years ; confequently, the revenue 
paid into the Exchequer was alfo in- 
creafed. 

" From Grenada, a revenue of about 
one hundred and fifty thoufand pounds 
Sterling was paid annually into ,the Ex- 
chequer ; and about five hundred tho\i- 
iand pounds Sterling per annum t being the 
grofs yearly value of the ifland crops, was 
expended in Great Britain, to the great 
benefit of the landed, as well as the com- 
mercial intereft, and to the fupport and 
increafe of navigation." 
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A calculation of the loffes fiiftained by 
the infurreclion has been attempted, and 
is as follows.

The lofles of many individuals, and the 
expence incurred in fuppreffing the infur- 
fe&ion, are not taken into the above cal- 
culation, as it is impoffible to afcertain 
what may be the amount with any degree 
ef preciiion, 
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The following addrefs, though not re- 
ferred to in the narrative, -will not per- 
haps be unacceptable to the reader. 

" To Brigadier General Nicolls, com- 
manding his Majefty's forces in the 
ifland of Grenada — The addrefs of the 
members of his Majefty's Council, 
and the reprefentatives of the people 
of the ifland of Grenada, and the 
Grenadines thereon dependant, in 
General Aflembly convened. 

" Sir, 

The Council and Aflembly of thefe* 
iflands embrace the earlieft opportunity 
that has occurred after your arrival, to 
congratulate you on your appointment to 
the command of his Majefty's troops {ra- 
tioned here. 

We lament that your indifpoiition has 
hitherto deprived us of the advantages 
which we hoped for from your perfonal 
exertions in quelling an unnatural rebel- 
lion which has broken out in this colony, 
and from your active fervices in a part of 
the 
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the ifland where they were moft required ; 
and it is to this caufe alone that we muft 
attribute the failure of an eflential part 
of the plan which you had fo judicioufly 
formed for the attack on Pilot HUH, and 
furrounding the infurgents at that poft. 
The efcape of the whole party of the 
enemy, and the laying wafte fo many va- 
luable eftates in their retreat, is a misfor- 
tune we cannot help fmcerely regretting ; 
but we flatter ourfelves that it will not be 
long ere you will be able to adopt and car- 
ry into execution fuch meafures, as your 
-knowledge of the local circumftances of 
the colony, and your zeal for its intereft, 
will point out to .you. We cannot, how- 
ever, avoid preffing upon your recollec- 
tion, that the near approach of the rainy 
feafon, calls for immediate, and the moft 
vigorous exertions ; that delay at this pe- 
riod will be attended with more fatal con- 
fequences, than the moft ftrenuous or e- 
ven hazardous enterprizes. This afler- 
tion needs no other comment than the 
lories fuftained in the troops hitherto fent 
out to Martinico, and the other Weft In- 
dia 
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dia iflands, where a far greater numbe? 
of them have died while in a ftate of in- 
activity, from the inclemency of the fea- 
fons, than by the iwordof the enemy. 
' In addition to this fac\ permit us to ob- 
serve, that a protracted, or merely defen- 
five war, will be equally ruinous and fa- 
tal to the ifland ; and to deprecate a mea- 
fure which we truft the circumftance's of 
the colony have not as yet rendered a mat- 
ter of absolute neceflity ; upon which 
principle alone we conceive that it ought 
to be adopted. Imprefled with thefe fen- 
timents, we have agreed to the outlines of 
a plan for the reduction of the infurgents, 
founded on the long refidence and local 
knowledge of many of us, and which we 
are ready to offer for your consideration, 
if" it ihall not be deemed prefumptuous or 
obtrtiiive, and in which, when matured^ 
improved, and carried into execution by 
your' military abilities and experience, we 
have the utmoft confidence of fuccefs : And 
wc hope 'and truft, that your knowledge 
of the inhabitants of this ifland renders 
it unneceflary for us to aflure you of their 
ready 
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feady and zealous co-operation with the 
troops under your command, in any mea- 
iiire that may appear to you beft calculat- 
ed for putting an end to the ruinous and 
barbarous infurreclion which at prefent 
exifts. 

We alio take the liberty to requeil, that 
you will give your fanction, by putting 
your name to a proclamation to be iffued 
by his Honour the Prefident, to call in 
all flaves who have abfented themfelves 
from the fervice of their refpedtive own? 
ers, and pfomiling generally to receive 
and feed them, on condition of their fur- 
rendering themfelves within a limited time 
to be fixed in mch proclamation." 

The author has no authentic copy of the 
anfwer of General Nicolls to this addrefs, 
otherwife it fliould not be withheld. The 
General expreffed in ftrong terms his dis- 
approbation at the interference of the Ho- 
nourable Council and Aflembly in mili- 
tary operations, of which he prefumed 
they were not competent to judge. He 
refufed to receive, and far lefs to follow, 
Y any

this was, the reduced ftate of the garrifott 
on Richmond Hill, which required, aft
